PITTSBURG, Penn., Aug. 18.—Charles M. 
Schwab, President of the United States 
Steel Corporation, to-night made arrange- 
ments here to sail for Europe Wednesday. 
This is taken to mean here that he has 
practically resigned from the Presidency 
of the Trust, and on that day J. P. Morgan 
will arrive home and take charge of affairs 
until Mr. Schwab's successor is appointed 
or elected. It is impossible to get any fur- 
ther information from the authorities here. 
Mr. Schwab has probably booked passage 
on the St. Louis or the Teutonic, but it is 
believed it is the former. To prove that 
there is no friction between Mr. Morgan 
and President Schwab, the latter has of 
fered his private car, the Loretto, one of 
the most magnificient in the world, to Mr. 
Morgan for exclusive use during 
Schwab's stay Europe. This has been 
accepted. 

The Loretto will be started from Pitt 
bur to Cresson, and President Schwab and 
his wife will board the train at Cresson, 
where the express for New York will stop | 
for‘him, and the car will be hooked on | 
to-morrow evening.

* President Schwab has accepted the dd- 
vice of physicians and decided to retire in- 
definitely from an active business life. He 
will leave America for some quiet clime, 
where not an echo of the strenuous life he 
has led can reach him. 

‘““Dr. Goden never leaves the Schwab 
home, and the exact nature of his patient's 
fliness cannot be learned through him. 
Mr. Schwab is not confined to his bed, 
but spends-much of his time on the wide 
veranda. The people of this town are dis-

He Will Tender His Formal Offer of As- 
sistance During the President's 
Visit to Cleveland.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Aug. 18.—Repuhlic- 
ans who stand close to Senator Hanna said 
to-day that the visit of President Roosevelt 
to Cleveland in October will have a decis- 
bearing on the President's campaign 
renomination and_ re-election. Mr. 
Hanna will, while the President his 
guest, formally tender him his assistance 
in capturing the nomination. 

Senator Foraker came out several months 
ago openly advocating the renomination of 
Mr. Roosevelt. Senator Hanna has not 
committed himself, while his friends have 
been organizing a little boom for the Cleve- 
land Senator. During the President's visit, 


however, Mr. Hanna will assure the Presi- 
dent that in the event of his nomination by 
the convention in 1904, he will consent to 
continue as National Chairman and do as 
much for Mr. Roosevelt as he did for Mr. 
McKinley in 1896 and 1900. 

Mr. Roosevelt, it is expected, will accept 
Senator Hanna’s offer, and the talk of the 
displacement of the Senator as National 
Chairman will be ended.

ESCAPING G4S AND 
CAVE-IN CAUSE PANIC 


Families Near Long Acre Square 
Leave Homes. 


Water Main Breaks—A Sidewalk Be- 
gins to Sink—No Lights Allowed in 
Street—Police Reserves Out. 


A fifty-five-foot timber bridge over the 
sidewalk in front of the excavation for a 
twelve-story million-dollar hotel at 127 to 
135 West Forty-third Street caved in at 
7:30 o'clock last evening, breaking a six- 
inch water ‘main and a four-inch gas main, 
letting loose enough water to fill the ex- 
cavation. 

Gas escaped to such an extent that it 
could be smelled for blocks, and the police 
would allow no one with even a lighted 
cigar or cigarette near the scene, and ail 
the gas lamps were ‘put out. 

Then part of the street caved in, and in- 
habitants scurried away and left their 
homes to seek more secure quarters. Late 
in the night No. 137, a bronwstone-front 
boarding house, was in danger, it was said, 
and the residents were in a state of great 
excitement over the condition of the street 
and their homes. 

The bridge was 
3rothers, contractors, 
cross their excavation for the new hotel. 
Old buildings had been torn down and a 
deep trench cut for the foundation of the 
hotel. It was so deep that it is belfeved by 
the police that the. joists and jacks for 
holding up the timber bridge, fifty-five feet 
long, were loosened by the vibration of 
wagons passing through the street, and the 
climax was reached with some heavy traf- 
fice of last night, when the centre of the 
bridge gave way, fell into the trench, ten 
feet deep at that point, and then the whole 
structure went down with the exception of 
the easterly end, which, however, was in 
bad shape. 

There was no one on the bridge at the 
time. In a second the waters could be seen 
rushing out of the broken six-inch water 
main into the excavation and overflowing 
tools and timbers. This went on until the 
water was five feet deep in the hold -and 
all the tools were buried, while sticks 
floated about on top. 

The accident so startled the neighborhood 
that people rushed out of their homes into 
the street to see what had caused the loud 
report. Policeman Murtha of the West 
Forty-seventh Street Station had run to the 
station house and been sent back with the 
ana a dozen policemen took 
charge. The residents were standing about 
asking questions, when the gas began to 
escape, and it was discovered that the main 
leading into the excavation had been 
broken. The gas spread about rapidly, 
and in a little time could be smelled all 
over Long Acre Square. : 

While a crowd was standing near the 
edge of the trench, the water had been 
loosening the earth under the street, and 
a big part of the street pavement gave 
way and sank with a loud crash into the 
water. 

Women fled in terror and the menfolk 
disappeared almost as quickly. Their per- 
turbation caused wonderment in the great 


crowd of theatregoers, promenaders, and 
others who had gathered at both ends or 
the block trying to see what the police were 
preventing them from witnessing. Police- 
men ran up and down trying to quiet the 
women, who disappeared as quickly as they 
could into their homes, many to prepare to 
leave for other parts of the city. 

Soon after the diffusion of gas about the 

district came the exodus from the houses. 
Many persons were observed leaving the 
block with grips and dress-suit cases and 
with the evident determination not to come 
back for the night. They cast anxious 
glances at the new lake and at the street, 
into which they almost seemed to expect to 
fall. 
In front of the boarding house of. Mrs. 
R. E. Richardson at No. 137 thé sidewalk 
was soon observed to be going downward, 
and it had sunk some feet at a late hour. 
This is the first house alongside the exca- 
vation, and its occupants became anxious 
for the immediate future. 

In an hour the odor of gas was so foul 
and it had permeated the atmosphere for 
so great a radius that it got to be danger- 
ous to have lights anywhere in the neigh- 
borhood. The police had secured railroad 
lanterns and put them about 100 feet apart 
along the block in which the cave-in_oc- 
curred, but they soon put these out. They 
also extinguished the gas street lamps. 
Then they sent for more police, and these 
were strung along Broadway near Forty- 
third Street and along Sixth Avenue, near 
the same street, and no person smoking a 
cigar or cigarette was permitted to go down 
the Forty-third Street block. This- made 
the people in the houses very nervous, and 
explosions were expected with the increas- 
ing volumé of gas and the delay in shut- 
ting it off. 

The gas was so prevalent and so sicken- 
ing that the crowd could not stay in the 
vicinity, and those who found it necessary 
to go there made all haste. Dogs were much 
affected by thé odor, and could be seen 
scurrying away, whining and makin 
strange contortions, while the police warnec 
many men and women who had dogs with 
them not to get too close. 

All along Forty-third Street and Forty- 
fourth Street the people on that block shut 
all the windows of their homes, 

After a time men from the Water De- 
partment shut off the water at the end of 
the block. This left the inhabitants with- 
out water, and made life still more un- 
bearable in that special quarter. This 
helped some to decide to leave for the 
night. 

‘he shutting off of the water also de- 
prived the Hotel Cadillac, at the northwest 
corner of Forty-third Street and Broadway. 
The guests were already much annoyed by 
the oder of gas, but they made no com- 
plaints. 

Some of the men living on the block per- 
sisted in remaining outside their homes, 
and while some were standing near the 
remains of the bridge a section gave way, 
at 9:30 oclock, and crashed into the water 
with a loud $5 Some who heard the 
crash thought the gas had at last exploded. 

By 10 o'clock the gas had been dissemi- 
nated by the wind so much that it was not 
annoying, except near the excavation, and 
it was found the end of the pipe had im- 
bedded itself in the mud and gas escaped 
slowly. 

Men from the gas company then ap- 
peared and began to dig to shut off the 
gas by putting caps on the main in front 
of the excavation, and said only a few 
houses would probably be without gas. 
They had to work in the dark, as lights 
were dangerous. 

The street was closed and blocked to 
wagon traffic by the police, and the re- 
selves left about 10:30 o'clock. It was said 
there was no further danger from any 
source. |

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STRIKER FATALLY SHOT. 


Clash Between Miners and Deputies at 
Nesquehoning—Trial of Guards - 
at Wilkesbarre. 


NESQUEHONING, Penn., Aug. 18.—In a 
clash between strikers and deputies here 
to-night Patrick Sharp, a striker, of Lans- 
fcrd, was shot and killed almost instantly 
by a deputy. The shooting caused consid- 
erable excitement for a time, but order was 
soon restored without any other persons 
being injured and the town is now quiet. 
A deputy named Harry McElmoyle was 
arrested charged with the killing of Sharp, 
and was taken the County Jail at 
Mauch Chunk. 

The shooting occurred shortly after 6 
o'clock. Five deputies were on their way 
to Shaft No. 1 of the Lehigh Coal and

| Navigation Company, just outside of the 


town. In the centre of the town they were 
met by a number of strikers who began 
persuading them not to go to the colliery. 
The officers did not stop, but kept on their 
way and tried to prevent any trouble. The 
strikers, it is said, then began to abuse 
the men and followed them nearly up to 
the colliery. There are cofflicting stories 
as to what actually brought on the clash, 
but just before the deputies entered the 
place a shot was heard and Sharp dropped 
to the ground. The bullet entered his body 
close to his heart and he died almost in- 
stantly. Witnesses say that the shooting 


was done by McElmoyie anu that ne s+ 


only six or seven feet from Sharp when 
he fired his revolver. Only one shot was 
fired. 


The deputies immediately withdrew to 


the colliery, and a large crowd gathered 
about the place. When it was learned that 
Sharp was dead there was the greatest in- 
dignation among the strikers. 

Sharp was a leader among the younger 


element of the strikers, and when the news 
of his death spread the entire Panther 
Creek Valley was thrown into a turmoil. 
When his body arrived at his home in Lans- 
ford a mob of about 500 miners had gath- 
ered. After the dead striker had been car- 
ried home about half the mob started on a 
march over the mountain to Nesquehoning 
to wreak vengeance upon the depuijes. 
Before they reached there the five officers 
were spirited away and taken to Mauch 
Chunk under a heavy guard. 

To-night Baird Snyder, Assistant Super- 
intendent of the Lehigh Coal and Naviga- 
tion Company, appealed to Gen. Gobin, in 
command of the detachment of the Na- 
tional Guard now on duty at Shenandoah, 
to send troops to Lansford to preserve or- 
der. He said that the entire Panther Creek 
Valley from Nesquehoning to Mauch Chunk 
was in a riotous state and that serious 
trouble ‘was feared before morning. Gen. 
Gobin said that he could not send troops 
until an appeal had been .made by Sheriff 
Gombert. Up to a late hour the Sheriff 
had taken no action in the matter. 

SHENADOAH, Penn., Aug. 18.—Gen. 
Gobin is closeted with Trainmaster Keffer 
of the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad 
at military headquarters here relative to 
the removal of troops to the scene of 
disturbance at Nesquehoning. The General 
refuses to see reporters, but it is under- 
stood the Second Battalion of the Twelfth 
Regiment, under command of Col. Clem- 
ents, will leaye here before morning. A 
train is in readiness at the Philadelphia and 
Reading station to carry the troops. Prep- 
arations are being made by the battalion 
for full readiness to leave upon the conclu- 
sioneof the interview between Gen. Gobin 
and Trainmaster Keffer. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn.,. Aug. 18.—The 
hearing in the habeas corpus proceedings in 
the case of the gudrds and workmen em- 
ployed at the Warnke washery at Duryea, 
who were arrested last Thursday by the 
authorities of the town charged with in- 
citing a riot and felonious wounding, came 
up before Judge Halsey, in court to-day. 
A large number of witnesses were exam- 
ined, and the testimony was conflicting. 
The attorneys for the defense said it was a 
travesty on justice to arrest the officers 
and jail them for doing their duty. After 
hearing the evidence Judge Halsey dis- 
charged all the defendants except three— 
Kinney, ey nolds, and Madden. They were 
held in &200 bail each for trial at court. 

Frederick Warnke, the owner of the 
washery where the riot occurred, said the 
acquittal of the deputies will justify him 
in starting up the washery again, and he 
has served notice on Sheriff Jacobs that if 
he does not provide ample protection for 
his workmen and property on Wednesday 
he will make an appeal to the Governor for 
troops. 

The beginning of the fifteenth week of 
the strike shows no apparent change in 
the situation. It was thought that the 
Lehigh Valley Company would start its 
Maltby colliery to-day, and early this morn- 
ing a number of strikers gathered in the 
vicinity of the mine, but no effort was made 
to resume work. 


WELSH MINERS AID. 


J. Pierpont Morgan Reported to be Com- 
ing Back to Settle the Strike.

LONDON, Aug. 19.—The Times an- 
nounces that William Abraham, M. P., 
President of the South Wales Miners’ 
Federation, speaking in Rhondda Valley 
on Sunday, urged that the executive of 
the federation be recommended to send 
£1,000 to the United States to assist the 
140,000 miners on strike there, as, said 
Mr. Abraham, they were fighting for a 
principle dear to all workers in Europe— 
the formation of a board of conciliation 
to settle their disputes. 

Mr. Abraham said he understood that 
J. Pierpont Morgan was returning to the 
United States in-order to try to settle the 
strike. If Mr. Morgan failed, he (Mr. 
Abraham) hoped that the Welsh and 
English miners would give their Ameri- 
can colleagues every support.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Aug. 18.—Theée

LEADERS GRY “FRAUD!” 


Make Charges and Counter- 
Charges of “ Colenizing.” 


Devery, Sheehan, and Goodwin Fac- 
tions Accuse Each Other—Alleged 
Illegal Transfers in Districts of 
Carroll and ex-Sheriff Dunn. 


Tammany leaders of severil Cistricts 
charged last evening that wholesule frauds 
had been committed in the transfer of al- 
leged voters from one district to another 
for purpeses of gaining votes in the primary 
contests to be decided on Sept. 16. These 


trict leaders, and the Ninth District con- 
test will settle whether William S. Devery, 
ex-Chief of Police, or John ©. Sheehan cf 
the Greater New York Democracy to 
be a member of the Executive (omr ittee 
of the Wigwam. Delegates to the various 
conventions will be settled by the primaries, 
and in all the districts in which there are 
contests the leaders are making strenuous 
efiorts to get every voter under their 
standards, 

These efforts are, in many instances, al- 
leged to be fraudulent. William S. Devery 
has been charged with ‘ colonizing’’ the 
Ninth District with “‘ repeaters,” and Dev- 
ery’s supporters, in turn, assert that the 
foliowers of John C. Sheehan have. been 
doing likewise. 

At the Bureau of Elections last evening 
President Voorhis said that he could give 
out no statement as to the number of vot- 
ers transferred, or say anything about al- 
leged primary frands. 

‘* We are examining all the transfers, ang 
as soon as the clerical work is done ‘the 
records will be open for inspection,”’ said 
he. 

The loudest cries of fraudulent primary 
transfers were raised in the Ninth District. 
The supporters of Sheehan declared that 
Devery was peopling every lodging house 
with men brought from other districts. 

Frank J. Goodwin, the present Tammany 
leader of the Ninth District, opened his 
campaign for control at the primaries last 
evening. He said: 

“‘I am going to investigate this transfer 
matter carefully. The largest enrollment 
this district has ever had before was 5,500 
voters in a primary contest, and now there 
are 6,600 enrolled. I want to know where 
those people come from and whether they 
are entitled to vote. Devery has trans- 
ferred 573 men into this district, and that 


is a Jarger number by far than was ever 
transferred before. In one lodging house 
“there were 42 regular customers during 
the last five years. ~Now cots and beds 
have been put up and-there are more than 
125 voters in one house.” 

The Goodwin men asserted that the fol- 
lowers of John C, Sheehan were also colo- 
nizing the district, and that in one house 
on Twenty-sixth Street, between Seventh 

and Eighth Avenues, twenty-six 
were enrolled. 

Ex-Senator Louis Munazinger, who is 
carrying oh thé primary fight for John C. 
Sheehan during the absence of the latter 
at Long Branch, due to an accident, said: 

“Why, yes, it is true that there are 
twenty-sfx voters enrolled from that house, 
and there were no people in it before this 
rimary contest started. A friend of ours 
nas hired that house for five years as a 
lodging house, and we have our friends in 
there.’ 
Mr. Munzinger exhibited some of the in- 
raates of the house at his headquarters. 
William 8S. Devery was approached on 
the question of hers geld frauds. He said: 
“They talk about investigating? Why, 
let them investigate themselves first. 
What's McMahon, Murphy, and Haffen 
talking about, anyway? When I am elect- 
ed leader of this district the first thing I 
will do will be to fire those. fellows out. 
It is time they gave the/young men a 
chance in Tammany.” 

Mr. Devery was ‘‘ touchy” on primary 
frauds, and all he Would say was: 

**My friends in this district are going to 
van for me, and I am going to win. That's 
all. 

Another centre of fraud charges is the 
district over which John F. Carroll now 
presides as leader. Triumvirs McMahon 
and Murphy were in consultation at Tam- 
many Hall yesterday morning with hand- 
writing experts, and the politicians’ told 
many stories of sensational developments 
which would rend the Wigwam. The lines 
have been drawn close during the last few 
days between the Sullivan-Croker faction 
and the leaders who are favorable to the 
elevation of John F. Carroll to the leader- 
ship of Tammany Hall. In all the districts 
in which the friends of John F. Carroll 
think there is a chance to win men have 
been picked out to make the fight against 
the Sullivan-Croker combination. 

Ex-Sheriff Thomas J. Dunn was excited 
last evening over the primary fight In his 
district. He has as his contestant a young 
blacksmith, John J. Welch, who the Car- 
roll leaders want to see win. 

“There have been frauds committed in 
this district,’ said the ex-Sheriff, ‘ and 
some people will be sent to jail for their 
crimes. I won't say now anything about 
the matter, but there is trouble ahead.” 

David N. Carvalho, the handwriting ex- 
pert, was seen in consultation with Trium- 
virs Murphy and McMahon yesterday. Mr. 
Carvalho refused to give out any informa- 
tion about his work. He is said to be 
examining the enrollment records to see 
if the friends of John F. Carroll gan be 
detected in making fraudulent transfers. 
Senator Plunkitt, Chairman of the Tam- 
many Committee on Primaries and Elec- 
tions, has also taken an active part in the 
investigation, and it was said that there 
would be an investigation of the ex- 
penditures of William S. Devery and of 
all his acts in the primary contest should 
he be successful. 

A statement was made by a Tammany 
leader last evening that 100 fraudulent 
transfers had been found in Carroll's dis- 
trict, and that it was estimated that there 
were 900 fraudulent transfers in the Ninth 
District in which the three-cornered con- 
test between Devery, Sheehan, and Good- 
win is taking place.

BRETON VILLAGERS — 
REPULSE SOLDIERS. 


Serious Conflict at Closing of Nuns’ 
Schools, but Unauthorized Estab- 
lishments Are Now Empty. 


BREST, Aug. 18.—The closing by the 
authorities to-day of the sisters’ schools 
at Ploudaniel, Folgoet, and St. Méen, the 
last villages in Brittany where unauthor- 
ized schools were still open, met with de- 
termined resistance. ‘The inhabitants were 
on guard throughout the night, and the 
tocsin was sounded when the approach of 
the gendarmes and troops was signaled, at 
9 o'clock in the morning. 

At Ploudaniel, in spite of a heavy fall of 
rain, a crowd numbering several thousand 
replied with, hoots to the summons of the 
Police Commissaries, while the ringing of 

j church and school bells drowned the voices 
| of the officials. When an attempt was 
made to force the strongly barricaded door 
of the school it failed, the defenders in 
the meanwhile crying ‘ Judas!’"’ and sing- 
ing Breton hymns, mingled with 


cheers 
with 


ordered the soidiers to breach. This was 
done, in the midst of showers of filth and 
muddy water from the defenders, who 
manned the breach, armed with clubs, and 
prevented the Commissaries from pene- 
trating into the garden. The soidiers then 
attempted to scale the wall with the aid of 
a pile of faggots, but the defenders deluged 
the faggots with petroleum and set them 
on fira whereupon the Commissaries and 
roops drew off, amid cheers for liberty 
and for the sisters. 

After their repulse the Commissaries de- 

cided to await reinforcements. In the 
meantime Senator Pichon and~ Counsellor 
Ggneral Soubigou persuaded the defenders 
of the school to open the door. After this 
had been done the Sisters walked to the 
church, amid an ovation from the crowd. 
The Commissaries entered the school and 
made an inventory of the property. They 
then sealed the doors. 
' In the course of the rioting two gen- 
darmes were slightly wounded. The lead- 
ing inhabitants of Ploudaniel have taken 
the expelled sisters to their homes. 

Similar, though less violent scenes, at- 
tended the closing of the schools and the 
expulsion of the Sisters at Folgoet and 
Saint Méen,; At the latter place the Sisters 
were expelled and the school was 
after a two hours’ struggle, in which 
Commissary was wounded, 


PARIS, Aug. 18.—The Councils General 
throughout France commenced their sit- 
tings to-day. Many of them have already 
voted congratulations to President Loubet 
and Premier Combes upon the application 
of the law of associations; others have 
adopted protests against the closing of un- 
authorized Congregationist schools, in 
which they ask for the return of the sis- 
ters.

Lawrence C. Holden Arrested in Broad- 
way at Thirty-fourth Street—Ejighth 
Trip Too Much for Policeman.

ROBERT R. REMINGTON 
_ TAKES HIS OWN LIFE 


Broken Engagement with Miss Van 
Alen Reported Cause. 


THREE WOUNDS IN THE HEAD 


Miss Van Alen So Shocked at News 
that a Physician Had to be Called— 
Story of Their Courtship, 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEWPORT, R. IL, Aug. -18.—Robert R 
Remington committed suicide at the News 
port Reading Room this afternoon by shoot- 
ing himself three times in the head. Mr. 
Remington's reported engagement to Miss 
May Van Alen, so the gossip here ‘tuns, was 
broken several days ago, and it was brood- 
ing over his disappointment which is be- 
lieved to have influenced the young man 
to take his Ife. 

Mr. Remington had rooms et the La 
Forge Cottage on Pelham Street since 
early Summer, dividing his time between 
Nev port and New York. He came te New- 
port from New York on Thursday last, and 
since his arrival a change in his wabits was 
noticed. He went out but little, anc spent 
the greater part of the time sitting on the 
plazza of the cottage. 

He ate, his luncheon this noon, noth- 
ing unusual in his manner being noted. 
After luncheon he left the house and went 
to the reading room. He sat for a short 
time on the piazza, and then went inside 
and asked for the New York papers. Ob- 
taining them, he went out on the piazza 
again and glanced through them somewhat 
casually, without apparent attention. Very 
Httle notice was jaken of‘nim. About 2 
o'clock there came a ring from the com- 
mittee room. and one of the boys, answer- 
ing it, found another member there, who 
requested that the lights be turned up. 
About 2:15 this member went down stairs 
and Mr. Remington was seen going up. The 
shots were heard tifteen or twenty min- 
utes afterward, but attracted no attention. 

About 3:50, another member, upon going 
up stairs, discovered Mr. Remington. Upou 
a hasty examination blood was seen to 
come from his mouth, and a revolver by 
his side told the rest of the story. Medica! 
Examiner Stewart was called and found 
that three shets had been fired from the 
revoiver, and from a careful examination 
of the head it was found that all three had 
taken effect, although the first two had evi- 
dently not reached any vital spot, and the 
man, with a wonderful amount of grit, had 
fired a third shot to k!ll himself. 

The third wound was just behind and a 
little above the right ear. The bullet en- 
tered the brain, undoubtedly causing in- 
Stant death. The shot was fired from a 
3§-calibre bulldog revolver, which, it has 
since been learned, was purchased by Mr. 
Remington this morning. The pistol was 
found beside the body. 

The shot which made @ wound across the 
forehead was evidently intended to be fired 
into the side of the head, but the man 
missed his aim and the bullet struck the 
heavy frontal bone and made only a short 
furrow. The shot on the top ot the head 
also gives evidence of nervousness or poor 
aim. There are traces of powder at the be- 
ginning of the cut made by the bullet, but 
this time also only a narrow furrow was 
made in the flesh over the skull. The shot 
behind the ear, evidently the third fired, 
was true to its aim, and the ball entered 
the head, leaving a smooth hole, and about 
this were traces of powder, showing that 
the revolver was close to the head. 

As the was discovered a 
physician was hastily sent for, and when 
it was learned that life was extinct the 
body was removed to an undertaking estab- 
lishment and Mr. Remington's brother in 
New York notified. To-night his brother 
telegraphed from New York to have the 
body prepared for burial, and stated that 
he would be on from New York to-morrow. 
and the body would be taken to Pittsburg. 
the former home of the Remingtons. 

Since the arrival of Miss May Van Alen 
from Europe earlier in the Summer there 
have been repeated reports that the en- 
gagement between her and Mr. Remington 
was off. Mr. Van Alen refused positively 
to say anything about the engagement or 
the reports. Mr. Remington since he came 
from New York on Thursday of last week 
had little to say about himself ar his af- 
fairs, and was generally moody and nervy- 
ous. No one seems to have seen Mr. 
Remington and Miss Van Alen together 
in the last few days. Miss Van Alen was 
on Bellevue Avenue in a carriage shortly 
after the shooting took place. 

Mr. Remington within a week said that 
there was no truth in the report that the 
engagement had been broken off, and as- 
serted that their marriage would take 
place in September. 

The body of Mr. Remington Hes to-night 
in a local undertaking’ establishment 
dressed as he was before the shooting, and 
covered with a sheet, on which rests a 
handsome bunch of pink carnations, which 
were left by Mrs. Wilber Bloodgood, who is 
at the La Forge Cottage, where Mr. Rem- 
ington had rooms. 

The ‘news of the suicide was broken to 
Miss Alen to-night, and she was greatly 
affected. A physician was called in. The 
entire family was much shocked. Mr. Van 
Alen positively refused to make any state- 


ment. 


MR. REMINGTON’S PLACE _ 
IN SOCIETY AND BUSINESS. 


The suicide of Robert Reading Reming- 
ton in the Newport Reading Room yester- 
day, after the reported breaking of his en- 
gagement to Miss May Van Alen, the eldest 
daughter of James J. Van Alen and the 
granddaughter of Mrs. Astor, was a ter- 
rible shock to his friends and business as- 
sociates in this city. Mr. Remington had 
been in town, within the last few days,. 
and seemed in his accustomed spirits. He. 
was at the head of an advertising business,+* 
and although he has bene a greater part ~ 
of the Summer at Newport he has come to 
town at least once in ten days and has 
been seen frequently at his club. 

Rumors have been existing, not only in 
Newport, but in New York, as to the status’ 
of his engagement to Miss Van Alen. The 
announcement of it was a great surprise 
to friends who had known him any length 
of time, especially as it followed within a 
few weeks the announcement of his be- 
trothal to Mrs. J. Porter Mason of Plain- 
field, N. J., the sister of Dunbar Wright ‘of 
this city, and his persistent denial of it. 

Mr. Remington’s career in society has 
been meteoric and has caused much com- 
mermt. Reports to the contrary, Mr. Rem- ~ 
ington, although frequenting Newport for _ 


some years, was not the least conspicuow 
in fashionable society. He was not on 


soon as body 
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list of the Astors, the Vanderbilts, or, in- 
deed, ot any ‘of the smart ‘set. -sle was 
entirely unknown to them socially. About 
live years ago he became. a, member otf 
the Calumet Club. This 1s ‘the only social 
organization in New York to‘which he be- 
longed. He was a very. reserved man in 
some particulars, and extremely frank 1n 
others. 

dde never made-a-secret'of the one great 
ambition of his life—to be:a social power. 
sde was well born, coming from an exceir 
jent family in Pniladeiphia. His father was 
the late Kdward Remington, and his motoer 
was the daughter of Judge Reading ot 
New. Jersey, aud the great granaaaugater 
of the Coluniai Governor of ihe Stale, die 
Was @ iawyer by prufession,aid 4 Miah or 
exceilent cducaiidu. lie had good manh- 
ners and an‘exceiient appearance. He was 
rather tall and thin, with a very pale com- 
plexion and very dark piercing eyes. 41¢ 
was about forty years Ol age. 

Mr. Kemington first came 
Pivminence ut Southampton 
years ugo. ‘it has often been 
Southampton and. Lenox are the gates 
through Which many enter into the realms 
ot the very fashionable set. He had be- 
longed to several of the smaller dancing 
classes in town and he was identified with 
the ‘Southampton set.” But he never 
made much headway there. He enter- 
tained and he passed a greater part of two 
Summers at that place. : 

He came into special prominence at New- 
port three Summers ago... He had bach- 
elor apartments and & private motor, In 
fact, he was one of the first men at New- 
port to own such a vehicle. 

Newport is always ready d é 

one who comes there with a novelty or 
mikes some slight sensation, provided che 
or she—but particularly he—is presentable 
otherwise. There were many anecdotcs 
tola of Remington at, that time which wiil 
illustrate his ambitions. He “had many 
mén friends, and he used to drive out with 
them continually in.his motor, kindly plac- 
ing it at their disposal, particularly if. any 
of them -were going to Visit. houses of che 
smart set. Mr. Remington and his’ motos 
became an institution betore* the -end of 
the season and every one was asking about 
1im. , 
’ it was at the’ beginning of this Summer 
that he met Miss Van Alen.’ He had been 
abroad and he returned on_the same ship 
wiih her and her father. He renewed the 
ucquaintance before the end of the pengon. 
He seemed infatuated with Miss Van Alen 
from the moment he met her. 

Miss Van Alen, as already stated, is the 
eldest daughter of James Van Alen. She 
is-a very odd, original girl, extre mely 
clever, and with a reputation for sitght 
eccentricity. The life of the Van Aien 
ehildren has not been of the happiest,, not- 
withstanding their money and their line- 
age. Mr. and Mrs. William Astor bitterly 
opposed the marriage o! their daughter to 
J. J. Van Alen, who was the eldest son 
of Gen. Van Alen of Newport, a man of 
family and wealth. Mrs. Van Alen died 
shortiy after the. birth of her youngest 
diughter, now, Mrs. Robert Collier. 

Mr. Van.-Alen took his children abroad 
and they were educated there, the daugh- 
ters being under the care of a governess. 
Once in a few years he would returh to 
Newport and open Wakehurst and have a 
numper of house parties there. His eldest 
daughter was sometimes in this country, 
but she was seldom seen by Newport so- 
ciéty. It was said that she was very deli- 
cate. About five years ago, however, Mr. 
Van Alen came from’'Europe and brought 
his daughter with him. She was somewhat 
changed and much improved in appearance. 
She is not pretty, but is chic and dresses in 
4a very conspicuous and Parisian manner, 
She has an excited mannér in ‘talk and a 
fondness for saying startling things. , 

Mrs. Astor, her grandmother, was kind- 
ness itself to her, entertaining her, and 
giving dinners for her and introducing her. 
‘he Summer after her début Harry Lehr 
appeared at Newport, and from ihe time 
that he got into ociety greatly 
through Miss Van Alen's influence—he 
she were inseparable.

J, W. GATES’S OFFER 


No Compromise in the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron Difficulty. 


i 
| Answer to Gatés Suit Filed in the Fed- 


eral Court at Denver—Both Sides 
Issue Statements. 


DENVER, ‘Aug. 18.—Two important fea- 
tures to-day in the fight for control of the 
Colorado. Fuel and Iron Company were the 
rejection by the Osgood faction of a proffer 
of compromise from the Gates faction and 
the filing of the answer to the Gates suit 
for an injunction against the officers in the 
Federal Court. A meeting of the Board of 
Directors was to have been held to-day, 
but no quorum was present, as all but two 
of the Directors who are supporting John 
©. Osgood in’ his ‘efforts to retain control 
remained away. 

John W.. Gates requested J. A. Kebler, 
President of the company, in whose office 
the Directors faydrable to Gates had as- 
sembled, to’ go to the office of Mr. Osgood, 
who is Chairffnan of the Board of Direc- 
tors, and ask him to-attend the meeting in 
order that a compromise might be dis- 
cussed, Mr. Osgood refused to accept the 
invitation, and said he would not listen to 
any ‘compromise. Mr. Gates seemed to be 
riettled atthe tutn affairs had taken, and 
stated later. that he would continue the 
fight indefinitely, and was sure to gain 
control, 

The answer filed in the Federal Court 
denies that the court has jurisdiction, al- 
ieging that the sum involved is less than 
$2,000, and declares that the suit was im- 
properly brought. 

It alleges that, in the demands made by 
the different persons to see the books of 
the company, no proper evidence was in- 
troduced to show that they were the real 
owners of the stock which they’ purported 
to hold. It states that no book had been 
prepared showing the names of persons 
who hold the stock, but that the Secretary 
was instructed at a recent meeting to pre- 
pare such a book, and that he is doing so 
with all possible speed. The answer al- 
leges that Gates does not hold the number 
of proxies that he claims to hold and that 
Osgood has a majority of the votes. In an 
affidavit, Mr.. Osgood states that he has 
been asked by John W. Gates, Charles M. 
Schwab, and others to dispose of the com- 
pany to the Steel Trust and that the efforts 
to depose him followed his refusal. 

Judge Riner. announced that he would 
limit arguments for each side to four hours, 
Joel F. Vaile made the opening speech for 
the plaintiffs, and will be followed to- 
morrow by F. W, W. Cutcheon of New 
York. 

Messrs, Gates, Mitchell, and Blair, who 
are the proxy committee representing the 
owners of about four-fifths of the capital 
stock of the company, have issued a state- 
ment, in which they say they are not 
to the continuance of Mr. Os- 
good’s thanagement, because they are in 


favor.of what is said to be his liberal 
treatment of the employes of the com- 
pany. They did not Want to disturb the 
relations of the men with the company. 
They also deny that the company is to 
be sold out to the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, and that there is a possibility of 
the works being closed. On the contrary, 
they expect to spend large sums of money 
on improvements. The statement cloges: 

‘We take it that the public is not gen- 
erally interested in the reasons that actu- 
ate’ substantially four-fifths of the stock 
of the company ‘in desiring a change in 
the company's management. We think it 
is sufficient to say that that.is.the fact, 
and that we are 
vote on behalf of ourselves @nd associates 
that amount, of stock in favor of the 
ticket which we’ shall propose at- the 
coming meeting.”’ 

John C. Osgood has issued a statement 
in response to, the one given out by Messrs, 
Gates, Mitchell, and Blair. He says: 

‘*T will say now what I have never said 
to any one before, that the beginning or 
Mr. Gates’s animosity toward me was when 
I refused to join him.in selling out to the 
United States Steel Corporation. At that 
time he told me that if I persisted he would 
get even with me by ousting me from the 
management of the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
Company. The same gentlemen who have 
affixed their names with Mr. Gates’s to the 
statement told me at the time that Gates 
was interesed much more in United States 
Steel than in the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
Company. 

“As to their disdatisfaction with the mam 
agement: At a dinner given by me at the 
University Club Jast December, after a 
thorough examination of the property, 
Messrs. Mitchell, Blair, and Lambert stat- 
ed in the presence of some of the most 
prominent business men of the city that 
they were absolutely satisfied with the 
management, and that they would make no 
change if they could. No change has been 
made in the tharacter of the management 
since that time.’’

LIFE INSURANCE COMPANY, 


It Is to Recover Amount of Money an 
Heir Is Said to Have Stolen. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 18.—Willlam Jay 
Yurner, acting’’‘as counsel for the State 
of Alabama, has had an attachment issued 
against the Pennsylvania Company for the 
Insurance of Lives and Granting Annuities, 
executor of the estate of Thomas G. Corbin, 
United States Navy, who died a few morths 
azo leaving an estate valued ut $750,000. 

Commodore Corbin was an uncle of Fran- 
eis C. Randolph, who was elected Probate 
Judge of Montgomery County, Ala., in 1886. 
The latter Served a term of six years and 
was re-elected in 1892. 

As Probate Judge, Randolph had jurisdic- 
tion over the liquor licenses of Montgom- 
ery, Ala. In 1805 he disappeared, and, it is 
alleged, took with him $25,000 belonging to 
the County of Montgomery. He went to 
Colombia, South America, and that country 
having no extradition treaty with the Unit- 
ed States, Randolph was not molested. 

It is stated by counsel representing the 
State of Alabama that Randolph became 


involved in a quarrel with a resident of 
South America and killed a man. He was 
tried and sentenced to be hanged, but 
through the intervention of Secretary of the 
Navy Herbert was pardoned and sentenced 
to fifteen years in prison. Later he was 
paroled, and now, it is alleged, is fighting 
with. the .Government troops against the 
rebels. ' 

Charles G. Brown, Attorney General of 
Alabama, learning that Randolph was. an 
heir of the late Commodore Corbin, came 
to this city and secured counsel to attach 
the money in the hunds of Corbin's execu- 
tor.

Outlives Two Doctors Who Paid Him 
$100 Each for His Body.

BOSTON, Mass., Aug. 18.—Walter Went- 
worth, a famous contortionist, now sev- 
enty-seven years old, who lives in Med- 
ford, 
Physicians have marveled at this wonder- 
ful little man in his defiance of the laws of 
nature in dislocating joints never intended 
to be dislocated, and two eminent gentle- 
men of the profession actually bought and 
paid for his remains after his death, each 
paying the price of $100. 

Mr. Wentworth first received $100 from 
a Dr. Cowe of Detroit, Mich., but Dr. Cowe 
died shortly thereafter. Some time ago Dr. 
H. L. Wilder, then in charge of the Kings 
County Hospftal, New York, became inter- 
ested in Wentworth. Another contract was 
made with him, in which was included a 
clause stating that the physician ‘ does 
hereby agree to set up the skeleton of said 
body in a glass case in his private office 
in such a manner that it may be exhibited 
to my many professional and other 
friends.” 

Dr. Wilder died recently, and this gives 
Wentworth hope that that contract ts void 
because of the inability of the physician 
to keep that portion of it alluding to the 
setting up of the skeleton, thus thwarting 
any claim of Dr. Wilder's heirs for Went- 
worth's body. 


WHAT HAPPENED TO LEAHY. 


He Took Another Man’s Seat on a Train 
and Was Laid Up for Repairs.

TROY, N. Y., Aug. 18.—Recently James 
Leahy of this city, accompanied by Officer 
James Mahar and the latter's son, Frank 
Mahar, went to New York on one of the 
excursions advertised by the New York 
Central Railroad Company. He left his 
seat when the train reached Poughkeepsie, 
and when he returned found it occupied.

Badly Injured.

CAREER OF C. M. SCHWAB. 


No career in American industrial life has 
been more spectacular than that of Charles 
M. Schwab. Born amid very humblé sur- 
roundings and self-educated, he was at 
the age of thirty-nine elected President of 
the largest corporation in the world—the 
United States Steel Corporation—at a sal- 
ary generally understood to be $1,000,000 
a year. 

In the Steel Trust, Mr. Schwab is gen- 
erally considered as the representative of 
Andrew Carnegie, who holds a prior lien 
on the entire property of the corporation 
in the $305,000,000 of bonds paid to him for 
his Carnegie Steel Mills, of which Mr. 
Schwab was then President. In fact, there 
has been a widespread belief that one of the 
conditions attached to the sale of the 
Carnegie mills was that Mr. Schwab should 
become the head of the combination to be 
formed. 

In dates and facts Mr. Schwab's career 
may be very briefly summarized. Born at 
Williamsburg, Penn., Feb. 18, 1862, of poor 
parents, he attended a small elementary 
school until he was sixteen years of age, 
and then began clerking in a grocery store 


at $2.50 a week. At eighteen he obtained 
work in- the Edgar Thompson steel works 
at Braddock, Penn., at $1 a day. 

In 1887, at twenty-five years of age, 
Mr. Schwab was chief engineer of the 
works. He had built the Homestead steel 
plant. He turned out of the Carnegie 
mills its first armor steel plate. In 1889 
he was made general superintendent of the 
Thompson mills, and in 1802 he directed 
both the Thompson and the Homestead 
mills. In 1896 he was elected a member 
of the Board of Managers, and in 1897 
President of the Carnegie steel mills. He 
drew a salary of $50,000, with an interest 
in the amount of business done by the 
company. Then followed the election to 
the Steel Trust Presidency in 1901, with the 
enormous salary. 

Since his election to the head of the 
Steel. Trust, Mr. Schwab has lived in New 
York, and here he has been a spectacular 
figure in both the social and financial 
worlds. He has been very liberal with his 
money, and has spent as well as given 
away large sums of it. 

One incident of his liberality occurred 
last Winter. A newspaper was raising a 
fund for certain relief purposes. Report- 
ers from the paper were sent to solicit 
subscriptions. One reporter was assigned 
to see Mr. Schwab. He very reluctantly 
explained his mission to the Steel Trust 
President, whereupon Mr. Schwab prompt- 
ly drew'a roll of bills from his pocket and 
handed the reporter $2,500, 

Mr. Schwab took a trip to Europe last 
Winter, during which time he was almost 
continually in the public eye. First, he 
went to Monte Carlo. Extravagant reports 
came back by cable of his winnings and 
] at the gambling table. There was 
widespread comment upon these reports, 
and it was currently reported in Wall 
Street—though subsequently denied—that J. 
P. Morgan & Co. cabled to Mr. Schwab in- 
quiring into the truth of the reports, and 
advising no more gambling. The stories 
of the Monte Carlo winnings and losses 
thereupon ceased. 

When next heard of Mr. Schwab was in 
Vienna. He was accorded a most gracious 
reception by the Emperor of Austria, and it 
was reported that the pers wanted to 
see Mr. Schwab again, but found it impossi- 
ble to arrange it. Then the Steel Trust 
President went to London, and King Ed- 
ward and he had a half hour’s talk, the 
details of which were more or less fully 
reported.

EROS AGAIN DISCOVERED. 


Peru Astronomical Station Sends Har- 
vard a Photograph of Lost Planet.

BOSTON, Mass., Aug. 18.—Prof. Picker- 
ing of the Harvard Observatory announced 
to-day that the Harvard Station at Are- 
quipa, Peru, has rediscovered the planet 
Eros, which disappeared in May, 1901. 
This planet is an asteriod of fifteen to 
twenty miles diameter, and is important 
because of its nearness to the earth, and 
because by it measurement can be made of 
the distance between earth and sun. Eros 
was first discovered in February, 1901, 

The light began to grow indistinct, and 
in May faded out completely. On Aug. 2 
Prof. Ling of Denver caught sight of Eros 
and notified Harvard. To-day a letter and 


photograph showing the missing planet 
were received from the Peru station, where 
the planet was seen over a month ago. It 
is interesting to note that this station, the 
ore to rediscover it, was the last to see 
Dros.

KOREA’S CURIOUS CURRENCY. 


Genuine Comes from Here—Home-Madé 
Counterfelts are “First Class, Me- - 
dium and Passable After Dark.” 


An interesting report has just been ts- 
sued by the Foreign Office on the trade of 
Korea for the year 1901, by Mr. H. Goffe 
Acting British Vice-Consul at Chemulpo. It 
states that the chief difficulty with which 
foreign trade has to contend {s the @isasa 
trous condition of the currency throughout © 
the Empire. The Korean Government, in 
defiance of the first principles of sound © 
finance, is flooding the country with q@ 
nickel coinage whose intrinsic value is only 
one-eighteenth of its face value, without 
any gold or silver reserve with which td 
redeem it. As a natural consequence these 
coins, which under proper conditions should 
be merely tokens, are at a continually ine 
creasing rate of discount as against Japa 
anese gold yen, the recognized basis for 
calculation of prices where foreign artié 
cles are concerned. } 

Hitherto the circulation of nickel pieceg ~ 
has been confined to the capital and thé 
neighborhood of two or three of the treaty 
ports, the old cash being current elsewhere - 
in the country; but recently, with a view. 
to making their use general, the magis-— 
trates throughout the Empire have béen or-_ 
dered to accept payment of the land tax 
in this currency only. The face value of 
these coins is 5 sen, and. they, now stand, 
at a discount of 90 per cent., as naaities 
Japanese gold yen. The wages of Korean 
laborers and employés generally are paid 
in this currency, and this class, which come 
prise the bulk of the nation, are no hettes. 
paid now than they formerly were; conses 
quently the purchasing power of their earns 
ings, as far as foreign goods is concerned, 
is little more than half what it was q 


few years ago. And, unfortunately, there 
does not seem any praspect of these condi« 
tions belng improved in the near future, 
The Government, caring only for the 
profit they are making out of this transac< 
tion, and oring. the permanent harm 
they are doing to. the country, are bent 
upon continu ney their present reckless 
course, and 40,000,000 more of these coins, 
contracted for with an American firm, are 
now almost due for delivery. The issue of 
these will bring the total facé vase of thig 
coinage in fee ig Ye up.to 14,000,000 yen, 
or more than fs 00,000, 

But even this is hot the worst feature, 
The number of counterfeit nickels is raps. 
idly increasing; permits to coin are free ‘a 
issued by the Government to private indi- 
viduals; nickel is openly imported through 
the customs, and spurious coins In large 
quantities are brought. by almost. every 
steamer from Tepen and smuggled into the 
gountry. The Commissioner of Customs at 
Chemulpo in his annual report: wri as. 
follows: 2a $95,000 worth of nickel, 
against $42,000 in 1900, have, it is feared. 
been entirely employed in manufacturin 
counterfeit nickel coins."’ The fact tha 
in Chemulpo quotations are current for (1) 
Government nickels; (2) first-class counter- 
feits; (3) medium counterfeits; and (4) those 
passable only after dark--will show what a 
condition affairs have reached, 

This currency question is of vital impor~ 
tance to foreign merchants, and is engag- 
ing the earnest attention of the foreign 
representatives. Japanese vijver yen, the 
supply of which seemed to exhausted in 
1900, have again appeared in large quanti- 
ties, most of them having come from the 
interior where they were hoarded by the 
natives. They are now at a discount -of 
18 per cent. as against gold yen. The larg- 
est of the copper cash continue to be ex- 
ported to Japan, where they are melted 
down for the value of the copper they 
contain. No progress ‘Has’ been made by 
the Korean Government with their pro- 
jected subsidiary silver coinage, although 
silver to the value of some £85,000 has 
been imported by the Imperfal Mint for 
this purpose.—London Globe. 


The Care of Cut Flowers.

Three Congressmen His Guests at 
Dinner.

Delegation from New York Among the 
Callers—A Chat About Catholics 
in the Philippines. 


Special to The New York Times. 

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., Aug. 18.—This was 
a day of mystery at Sagamore House. The 
President had many visitors who had little 
or nothing to say as to why they had come. 

Among the first to arrive was a delega- 
tion from New York. O. W. Bird, a polo 
player of the Meadow Brook Club, headed 
the delegation, the other members of which 
were W. H. Page, Mark Birmingham, and 
Ralph W. Gifford. Their mission was in 
connection with a claim against the Mex- 
ican Government. 

Edward J. Sullivan, a tea merchant of 
New. York, who is also a lecturer and 
writer, was an early caller. He came in 
response to a request from the President 
on receipt of a letter written by him in re- 
gard to the Philippine situation. Mr. Sulli- 
van said he had told the President, a friend 
of his for many years, that Catholics in 
general thoroughly approved 
standing come to between 
States and the Vatican. 

“I told the President,”’ said Mr. Sullivan, 
“that, so far as there was any feeling of 
discontent, it was on the part of sore-head- 
ed politicians who tried to make an issue 
against the Republican Party. All that we 
could Rave asked for or expected was that 
the benefits of American institutions should 
be extended to the Filipino people. I as- 
sured him that the sooner they were Amer- 
icanized ,the better it would be for the 
Church. The rumpus ought to be set at 
rest by the letter from the Holy See. In 
no other country are Catholics better pro- 
tected, and what is good enough for them 
should be good enough for the Filipinos.” 

Another of the morning callers was Jo- 
seph Borrhardadt, Superintendent of the Beth 
Israel Hospital in New York. He said 
he had called to pay his respects to the 
President. 

Mr. Roosevelt had as guests at luncheon 
Frank P. Travis, a neighbor and friend, 
and Major J. M. Grane, a cavalry officer. 
They refused to discuss the purpose of 
their visit other than to say that it was 
purely of a social nature. 

A delegation of Congressmen arrived in 
time for dinner. They were Representa: 
tive Joseph W. Babcock of Wisconsin, 
Chairman of the Republican Congres- 
sional Campaign Committee; Representa- 
tive John A. T. Hull of Iowa. Chairman of 


the Committee on Military Affairs, and 

Representative Jesse Overstreet of In- 
diana, Secretary of the Congressional Cam- 
paign Committee. They had a long talk 
with the President. Congressman Babcock 
told the President that the” Wisconsin Re- 
publican Convention would walk in the 
steps of the Iowa Convention. He also said 
that Senator Spooner would surely be re- 
turned to the Senate.

Well-Dressed Man Paced Up and Down 
Nervously Before Taking 
the Leap. 
A well-dressed man about fifty years of 


age committed suicide last night by leaping 
from tHe ferry boat Oswego, while making 
the trip between the foot of West Forty- 
second Street and Weehawken. As soon as 
the cry of ‘‘man overboard” was given 
the boat was stopped. For five minutes it 
remained near the spot, but no trace of the 
man was seen. On the arrival of the boat 
the police were notified. But few saw the 
man’s rash act. 

Andrew Cruger of 21 fferson Street, 
West New York, was standing near the 
man when he made his dash for the side. 
Cruger noticed the man, whom he thought 
was a prosperous merchant, standing near 
the rear entrance to the ladies’ cabin. His 
attention was. attracted by the fact that 
the man appeared to be in very deep 
thought and occasionally would mumble to 
himself. He watched the man when the 
latter began to walk nervously up and 
down the deck. When the boat approached 
the opposite side of the river the passengers 
trooped forward so as to make the landing. 
The man remainedat the rear. He walked 
for some minutes, and then leaned against 
the upright of the ladies’ cabin. Suddenly 
he threw up his head as though convinced 
after much doubt as to the course to be 
taken. Then he ran to the rear, leaped the 
chain, and clambered over the gate, 

Cruger saw the man climbing the gate 
and ran teward him. At the same time 
Henry Keans, a wheelman, saw him and 
ran forward tq the wheel house to inform 
Capt. Morris Frost. 

The man hesitated not a moment. He 


climbed to the deck on the other side of the 
gate and jumped into the river. He held 
on to a cane which he carried. 

Two more men, who had seen his act, set 
up a shout, and this, with the sudden 
stoppage of the boat, told the passengers 
forward that something had happened, and 
they flocked to the rear. There was some 
excitement. Capt. Frost remained in the 
vicinity of where the man jumped into the 
river, but the latter was never seen again. 


Man Pretends to Bury Another to Whom 
He Had Given His Own Name.

ORLANDO, O. T., Aug. 18.—It is believed 
here that C®S. Morris, the traveling sales- 
man of Emporia, Kan., whose death was 
reported by a man who gave his name as 
Charles Cox, was in reality the man who 
claimed to be Cox. Morris had $8,000 in- 
surance on his life. 

Cox came here last week and reported 
that Morris had been killed in a runaway. 
He bought a lot and a coffin, and went 
after the body, brought the coffin back, 
and buried it. Only one man helped him, 
and he did not see the body, as the coffin 
was not opened. 

Letters from the Modern Woodmen's 
Lodge began coming here, and the coffin 
was dug up by the Sheriff. It contained a 
big chunk of ice and nothing more. A. H. 
Obley of Emporia, Kan., claimiag to be the 
father-in-law of Morris, came here this af- 
ternoon to investigate the reported death 
of his son-in-law. He had a photograph or 
Moryis, which was immediately recognized 
as a likeness of Cox, and was regarded as 
positive proof that Morris had assumed the 
name of Cox. Obley discredited the story 
of the burial as told here, and went to 
Perry to see the man from whom Cox 
bought the coffin in which to pury Morris.

HAVANA’S SOCIAL LIFE | 


President. Palma’s Banquet to the 
Diplomatic Corps at the Palace. 


Curious Custom of Unbidden Guests 
Calling at Houses Where Recep- 
tions Are Held—Coronation 


Festivities.

HAVANA, Cuba, Aug. 14.—Midsummer | 
though it is within the tropics, with the 
sun almost overhead, the soeial season is | 
far from being dead. [In fact, in this Sum- 
mer land the Summers are far cooler than 
in the so-called Summer resorts of the 
States, save only Maine and some of,tho } 
mountain resorts. A great. many Cibans | 
leave here in May or June and do not re: | 
turn until late in the Fall. They are ; 
merely paying tribute to a time-honored | 
belief that it must be cooler in the States, 
since the States are further north. Almost 
all of them go either to Long Branch or to | 
Saratoga. They fly from a country where

a Summer resort where it is likely to reg- 
ister above that a goodly number of times 
during the Summer. This yvear the Span. 
ish steamers carried hundreds of passen- 
gers to Spain In time to witness the coro- 
nation. 

The President and Mrs.” Palma have in- 
augurated the social life of the palace with 
a banquet to the Diplomatic Corps, the Cab- 
inet, Presidents of the Senate and. the 
House, Gen. Gomez, and a number of oth- 
ers. As all of these gentlemen were ac- | 
companied by their wives, the guests num- 
bered fifty or more. It was a very brilliant | 
affair. \I wonder if, when in Spanish times 
the Captains General gave their banquets 
in that same dining room, and held high 
revelry, there ever entered a death's head 
in the shape af a vision of such a feast as 
that of the other night; if in looking for- 
ward they !magined that the President of a 
republic would occupy the host's chair, and 
the only Spanish representatiye be a guest. 
Spain’s Chargé d’Affaires, a gentleman on 
the best possible footing with Cuba’s gov- 
erning powers. The Police Band sat in the 
patio and played during the dinner and aft- 
erward. 

Before the official banquet, the President 
and Mrs. Palma had entertained various 
members of the Diplomatic Corps at lunch- 
eon or at dinner, but in a very informal 
manner. Mrs. Palma receives every after- 
noon between 5 and 6, but I doubt if she’ 
will continue this indefinitely. She will 
probably find it too gréat a strain event- 
ually to have to give up a part of every \ 
afternoon. As for the President, he is too 
busy a man to give a great deal of time to 
the whirl of social life. When he took up 
the reins of government on the 20th of 
May at the point at which the American 
Governor General had dropped them, he 
sald that for one week he would join in 
the festivities and merrymaking of his peo- 
ple—after that, work. But he did not allow 
himself even that week; the work before 
him assumed preportions too gigantic. Oc- 
casionally Mrs. Palma appears. in the 
President’s box at the operh, but the Presi- 
dent..very seldom attends. Now and thén 
they go out to make an official call, but 
he rarely appears at a social function. One 
of these rare occasions was the reception 
given by the English Minister in honor of 
the coronation. The President was there 
to drink the health of the King.

‘ PASSAIC, N. J., Aug. 18.—The announce- 
™ents at’ noon to-day that William Mal- 
colm, ex-Secretary of the Mutuat Loan and 
Building Association, had resigned-as City 
Treasurer and that the Board of Directors 
of the association had decided to suspend 
business came as a shock to the 600‘stock- 
Rolders of the concern. , 

At the same time came the report frém 
Jersey City that W. R. Ryan of this city, 
representing twenty stockholders, had ap- 
plied to Vice Chancellor Stevenson for the 
appointment of a receiver ‘of the associa- 
tien. An order returnable’ on Sept. 3, In 
Newark, to show cause wWhy*a féceiver 
should not be appointe was granted, and 
Was served on the President of the associa- 
tion this afternoon. 

Mr. Ryan told the Vice. Chancellor 
that the association was hopelessiy in- 
volved; that the books were tangled ‘ be+ 
yond explaining; that shortages to tle ex- 
tent of $100,000 had. been found, ~ and 
that more would probably be discovered. 
He declared that the stealings of the’ Sec¢ 
retary-Treasurer had been deliberate and 
elaborate. Dead books .ad been turned in, 
he said, had been marked as withdrawals 
and two new ones issued for each, In 
other. cases, he said, shares which’ had 
matured were closed out on the books and 
checks tendered to the owners. If they 
had no use for the money, he added, Mal- 
colm would offer 6.per cent. and the checks 
would be returned indorsed after he had 
pocketed the proceeds. ‘‘here was no hope 
of the association ever recovering, he sald, 
an4a the claims could never be paid in full. 
Because many persons were trying to draw 
out he asked for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver. 
~The office of Secretary Conant in the 
People’s Bank Building was besieged in 
the. afternoon by anxious stockholders. 
They said that they have every reason to 
believe that they will lose money by the 
shortage found in Malcolm's accounts. 
Threats against. Malcolm have been made, 
and it is feared that some one will do him 
bodily harm, although he does not appear 
to,mind the threats made against him. He 

‘remained at his home and refused to dis- 
cuss the affair. 

“Put me in jail if youewant to. What 
good wiil it do?”’’ he said to Director 
M. J. Coman, when asked if he was not 
afraid of a term in_jail. > 

The résignation of Malcolm as City Treas- 
urer came as a surprise, as he had declared 
that he would not be forced out. A meet- 
ing of the City Council is to be held to- 
morrow night to take action. Although it 
is not believed that his accounts with’ the 
city are short, the examination has. not 
Been concluded. 

The Directors of the Mutual Association 

met to-night. The public demand is that 
Malcoim be taken into custody. Startling 
disclosures haye been made, but the Direc- 
tors have refused to say just what. they 
are. 
_It is said that the -value of property 
turned over by Malcolm and his wife will 
he $20,000 less than the amount. of. the 
shortage discovered. Three experts took 
charge of the books to-day. 

State Commissioner of Banking Johnson, 
who-has charge of the Mutual Association, 
to-night said that the order issued by the 
Chancery Court would not interfere with 
his work in straightening out the accounts 
and probing affairs. He seemed to be of 
the opinion that the wreck would not prove 


as bad as had been feared. He bases his 
belief on the claim that the officers of the 
“ssociation other than Malcolm can be held 
responsible for the shortage because, as in 
ihe case of the bank at Perth Amboy 
which was wrecked by its”Cashier, they 
should have discovered the state of affairs 
existing. The decision of the higher courts, 
which stripped the officers and Directors 
of the Perth Amboy banking institution of 
almost every dollar they had in the world, 
it is claimed can be made to apply in the 
case of a building and joan nesocia tion.

THE MUSKETEER’S NEW RECORD 


Horse Ran Seven Furlongs at Saratoga 
in 1:25—Close Finishes for 
Purses. 


SARATOGA, N. Y., Aug. 18.—Frank Far- 
rell’s horse The Musketeer broke a world’s 
record in the second race at Saratoga to- 
day. He ran the seven furlongs in 1:25 
flat. In 1894 at Coney Island Clifford es- 
tablished the old record at the distance on 
a circular track, 1:25 2-5. 

Close finishes were the order of the day. 
Douro, the top weight in the mile and a 
quarter handicap; Baron Pepper, and Eth- 
ics furnished a stirring contest, the trio 
finishing heads apart in the order named. 
In the opening event Orloff, at 40 to 1; 
Allan, and Lord of the Vale, August Bel- 
mont’s main reliance for the Futurity, 
Were only separated by heads at the wire. 

Blues, the 1 to 7 favorite for the last 
event, was beaten cleverly by Huntressa, 
a 20 tol chance. The feature of the racing 
was the Mohawk Selling Stakes, at a mile 
and a furlong, for which Port Royal was 
an odds on favorite and an easy winner.

DISGUISE Ii. BACK FROM ENGLAND. 


J. R. & F. P. Keene’s Horse to be Re- 
tired to the Stud. 


The American-bred racehorse, Disguise 
IIl., owned by James R. & Foxhall P. 
Keene, was the most conspicuous individ- 
ual in a large consignment of horses from 
England, landed from the steamer Minne- 
tonka yesterday, 123 head in all coming on 
the ship. Disguise Il., a bay horse five 
years old, by Domino-Bonnie Gal, was 
brought back to the United States to be 
laced in the stud, at the Keenes’ breeding 
treat in Kentucky, Castleton Stud, near 


Lexington. 
In the name of Foxhall P. Keene, Dis- 
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guise II. raced for four seasons in Eng- 
land, and was regarded as one of the best 
of the American horses campaigning there, 
though his chief success. was earned in one 
season, when in 1900, as a three-year-old, 
he won three races, among them the Jock- 
ey Club Stakes, one mile and a quarter, at 
Newmarket, one of the biggest prizes of 
the English turf. That race was worth 
about $36,000 to the owners, and consti- 
tuted the greater part of the horse's win- 
nings that year, though Disguise II. also 
ran third for the Derby at Epsom, and 
won the Rothschild plate, one mile, at 
Kempton Park, and the May plate, one and 
a half miles, at Chester. As a two-year- 


old, in 1899, Disguise II. was a moderate 
performer, while last season, in 1901, as a 
four-year-old, he ran three times without 
winning. It was found impracticable to 
train him further this year, and he was 
ordered sent home to Kentucky, where he 
is expected to replace in the stud his sire, 
Domino, now dead, 

A few other thoroughbreds came on the 
Minnetonka, but the greater part of the 
horses were hackneys and heayy harness 
strains, consigned to Western dealers and 
breeders. 


Southampton’s Horse Show. 

The first horse show of the Southampton 
(L. I.) Association on the new grounds of 
the club will be held on Friday and Satur- 
day of this week, and, with a list of exhib- 
itors which includes all the wealthy and 
prominent people of the Summer colony, a 
social success seems assured. The grounds, 
which embrace a _ well-appointed three- 
quarters of a mile race course, were opened 
for the first time last Saturday, when a 


pony race meeting was held. The horse 
show which will follow this season will 
be confined to exhibits by residents of 
Suffolk County, but in spite of that limita- 
tion the entry lists are long and many 
horses that have been winners in open 
rings of the big shows will be seen in the 
harness classes.

CYCLER NELSON’S NEW RECORD. 


In a Twenty-Mile Paced Race He 


Eclipsed the Old Mark. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Aug. 18.—Joe Nel- 
son to-night at the Coliseum broke the 
world’s cycling record for twenty miles, 
and beat Freeman and McFarland. The 
men were in a three-cornered race, and 
Nelson set the crowd wild by his superb 
riding. Freeman lost his pace in the fourth, 
ninth, and sixteenth mile, and in the seven- 
teenth dropped out. 

McFarland had covered seventeen miles 


when Nelson finished the twenty. Nel- 
son's time for the twenty miles was 27:18, 
beating the world’s record of 27:34 2-5. Nel- 
son's time for five miles was 6:41; ten 
miles, 13:37%; fifteen miles, 20:28%. His 
fourth mile was the fastest, being made in 
1:15%. 


FOX HUNTERS’ FALL PLANS. 


Orange County Club Is Preparing for an 
Active Season of Sport.

GOSHEN, 'N. Y., Aug. 18.—The Orange 
County Hunt is making great preparations 
for its coming season, when hunting will be 
conducted on a larger scale than ever be- 
fere attempted here. E. 8. Craven, the 
new master of hounds, for a month or two 
past has been domiciled on the Richardson 
farm, where the kennels are located, and 
has had under his daily supervision two 
packs of Irish fox hounds. One pack of 
twenty couples was purchased in Ireland 
last year by Frank Gray Griswold. This 
peck, which spent the Winter at Warren- 
ten, Va., will be used exclusively for drag 
hunting. The other pack, which numbers 
about eighteen couples, will be used only 
for following the fox. - 

No live foxes have yet been hunted in 
Orange County, but the country is so supe- 
rior in every respect that the enthusiastic 
huntsmen believe that the chase can be 
followed without undue hazard. A deal 
was closed to-day whereby the hunt, dur- 
ing the hunting season, will occupy two 
handsome Goshen residences, both of which 
are in Green Street. 

On Sept. 15 it will take possession of Ma- 

leshade, the Summer home of Mrs. Charles 
M. Vail, and on Oct. 1 will take over for 
the club the large home of Dr. D. T. Con- 
dict. This latter house will be reserved ex- 
clusively for the women members of the 
hunt club. The arrangements for the lease 
were made by John R. Townsend, Dr. J. O. 
Green, F. Fray Griswold, and Charles H. 
Coster. It is said that this year Miss Carol 
Harrfman, youngest daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. E. H. Harriman, will make her first 
appearance in the hunting field. She is 
already a most expert horsewoman, and 
may be seen practicing the jumps almost 
every Saturday.

BOAT CLUBS SEEK SITES. 


Harlem River Oarsmen Confer with 
Park Commissioner Eustis on 
Question of Moving. 


For the purpose of making somnte satisfac- 
tory arrangement whereby Park Commis- 
sioner Eustis could allot sites in Ma- 
combs Dam Park for the Nassau, Harlem, 
Wyanoke, Metropolitan, Crescent, and Bo- 
hemian Boat Clubs, and move them with- 
out serious inconvenience, a meeting of 
oarsmen was held last night at Huber'’s 
Hotel, One Hundred and Sixty-second 
Stréet and Jerome Avenue. Frederick Vil- 
mar, President of the Nassau Boat Club, 
was asked to preside, and C. M. Delavergne 
acted as Secretary. 

Commissioner Eustis stated that he 
wanted the clubs to move back as s00n as 
possible so that his contractor could finish 
his piling work, thus saving the boat. clubs 
from pulling out into the river. He prom- 
ised to finish this work in ten days, and 
have it filled in by Winter, with earth, 
then ashes furnished by the Street Clean- 


ing Department, then turf, and finished on 
top by sodding. 

As to permanent quarters, Commissioner 
Eustis could not promise anything, as it 
was paren’ his power, but he weu d allow 
the clubs to stay temporarily in the Park, 
and would do all in his power to aid them 
in their efforts to secure permanent quar- 
ters. He told the delegates that the Legis- 
lature woyld have to determine the clubs’ 
rights, and if they succeeded in getting the 
necessary authority empowering the Park 
Department to grant leases, then the Park 
Department’s landscape gardener would 

ass on the size, space, and style of build- 
ng. He thought the present boathouses 
would not be aaceptable in the park. 

To guide the different clubs in their fut- 
ure action in relation to the general man- 
agement of such an undertaking, James 
Pilkington, the President of the Harlem 
Rowing Club, moved that a committee be 
appointed to confer with the Philadelphia 

clubs, which are all located in Fairmount 

Park, under grants by the City of Phila- 
delphia. The presiding officer appointed 
the President the several clubs inter- 
ested to act on this committee. 

Just before adjournment a vote of thanks 
was tendered to Commissioner Eustis for 
his kindly interest. 


CANADIAN WAR CANOE WON. 


Grand Trunk Boat Club’s Big Craft Took 
Chief Event at Massachusetts 
Camp Races. 


CHATHAM, Mass., Aug, 18.—The Grand 
Trunk Boat Club of Montreal vanquished 
the Americans after a great struggle in 
the war canoe race, the leading event of 
to-day’s programme of the Amepican Ca- 
noe Association at Pleasant Bay. The race 
was for the championship of America, and 
the positions at the finish were: Grand 
Trunk first, Medford Boat Club second, 
and Wabewawa of New London third. 

The winning club arrived to-day several 
hours late on account of missing a train. 
The Canadian crew consisted of fifteen 
men, while the Americans paddled with 
nine, because their canoe was much light- 
er. The race was not called until evening. 
At the gun fire the Canadians took the lead 
and by a very narrow margin held it 
throughout, first the Medfords and then the 
Wabewawas being only a few inches be- 
hind, neither club being able to get its 
canoe prow ahead of that of the Grand 
Trunk men, The course was one buoyed 
out in the bay, without the formality of 
measurement. Just before the finish the 
Canadians hit up the stroke until the canoe 
fairly flew, winning rrom Medford by 18 


seconds and from Wabewawa by 28 seconds.

Court Ball Given at Coleman Palace to 
Sovereign Who Arrived in a Chariot, 
Accompanied by Maids of Honor, 
Pages, and Outriders.

ASBURY PARK, Aug. 18.—Queen Titania, 
the Ruler of Fairy Land, who is to be the 
guest of honor at the twelfth annual baby 
parade to-morrow afternoon, reached As- 
bury Park to-day and was accorded a re- 
ception worthy of her position. This even- 
ing a court ball was given in her honor at 
the Coleman House, when the keys of the 
resort were turned over to her by. Harold 
B. Ayres, President of the Carnival Asso- 
ciation. To-morrow the queen and her 
court will review the marching innocents, 
600 strong, from a court erected on Ocean 
Avenue. 

Miss Rhoda Elizabeth Atkins, the daugh- 
ter of Alfred C. Atkins, one of the proprie- 
tors of the Hotel Normandie, New York 
City, assumgd the part of the queen, and 
she played the difficult réle gracefully and 
creditably. Her maids of honor were Miss 
Aida Davis of Philadelphia, representing 
the Hotel Brunswick; Miss Ella Marie 
King of Asbury Park, Colonial Hotel; Miss 
Mary A. Davis of Pittsburg, Hotel Marl- 
borough; Miss Edythe Hill Armstrong of 
New York City, Minot House; Miss Esther 
Schan Ely of Newark, Hotel Columbia, and 
Miss Grace Childs of Troy, Coleman House. 
The queen's pages were Virginia Hope Kel- 
sey, Millard Filmore Ross, Dudley Lock- 
wood Child, Theodore F. Rudell, Benjamin 
H. Throop, and James Deshler Wilmot. 

The queen upon her arrival was assigned 
to the royal chambers in the Ocean Hotel. 
Immediately upon her arrival she issued a 
proclamation through her Lord High Cham- 
berlain, announcing her visit to Asbury 
Park and declaring that by special dispen- 
sation Princess Cinderella shall rule her 
kingdom during her brief absence. 

The Court ball in honor of the fairy queen 
was one of the most brilliant functions of 
“Asbury Park. It was arranged by Proprie- 
tor Frank B. Conover of the Coleman 
House and his master of ceremonies, John 
H. Richards, assisted by Clarence E. F. 
Hetrick, Miss Ida Wyckoff, and James D. 
Carton, members of the Carnival Associa- 
tion. Mr. Conover acted as the queen’s 
Lord High Chamberlain, and in his official 
capacity issued the following invitation to 
the ball: 


Her Majesty Titania, Queen of the Fairy 
Carnival of the twelfth annual baby parade, 
Asbury Park, commands — to appear at the 
coronation ball, Coleman Court Palace, Monday 
evening, Aug. 18, 1902 A. D. Summoned by her 
Majesty, CONOVER, 

Lord High Chamberlain. 


Queen Titania, her maids of honor, pages, 
outriders, and heralds, all of whom were 
appropriately gowned and robed, left the 
Ocean Hotel for the Coleman Court Pal- 
ace soon after 8:30 P. M. The streets in 
the immediate neighborhood were crowded 
with spectators. The Queen, robed in white 
satin and ermine, and wearing a crown, 
rode with two pages in a gorgeous gold- 
covered chariot drawn by four blooded 
chargers, all in spangled harness. The roy- 
al coach was preceded by post riders, 
buglers, and postilions, who wore rich uni- 
forms. 

The six maids of honor, robed in velvets 
and satins of beauty, followed their Queen 
in less gorgeous equipages. They were the 
first to alight at the Coleman Court Pal- 
ace, amid sweet music and burning colored 
fires. The maids formed two columns, 
through which the Queen passed, preceded 
by pretty little flower girls, who strewed 
fragrant flowers in her path. The Casino, 
the scene of the ball, was crowded when 
the Queen entered the Court room and took 
her seat upon the throne. As soon as she 
had gathered her Court about her Acting 
Mayor Appleby welcomed the popular 
Queen to the city on behalf of Mayor 
Bradley, who was absent, With the wel- 
come Mr. Appleby also gave the ruler of 


the fairies the keys of the city. The Queen 
smiled her prettiest on Mr. Appleby and 
his associates and thanked them for the 
honor conferred on her. 

After these formalities were concluded 
the Queen's jester and other professional 
talent entertained the Queen and her sub- 
jects for an hour, and this diversion was 
followed by dancing. The Queen and her 
Court tarried with the dancers until 10:30 
P; M., when she retired to rest for the cere- 
monies of the morrow. The professional 
entertainers were the Park sisters, cornet- 
ists; Malcolm Shackelford, banjoist; Sara 
and Frankie Bodwell, fancy dancers; Grace 
Connogton, and the Stouts, vaudeville 
artists. 

To-morrow at 4 P. M. the Queen will view 
the twelfth annual baby parade from a 
court to be erected in her honor in Ocean 
Avenue. She will be attended by her Court 
favorites and high officers. The royal mu- 
sicians will be in a pavilion on her left 
and the officials of the parade and the = 
rade judges will occupy a pavilion on her 
right. Opposite, at the foot of Sunset Lake, 
will be the great grand stand, wiiere thou- 
sands of spectators will gather. The 
Queen will arrive just previous to the pa- 
rade, accompanied by her maids of honor 
and pages, and preceded by the royal horse- 
men, buglers, and postililons. This Queen's 
pageant will be one of the pretty pictures 
of baby parade day. On the followin 
evening Titania and her Court will atten 
the grand festival to be given in the beach 
auditorium in her honor, when she will dis- 
tribute the costly prizes and ribbons to 
the babies and children who won her favor 
in the parade of the previous day.

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS RIOT TESTIMONY | WHAT 


WAR ON GOULD LINES. 


Pennsylvania Railroad Fails to Supply 
the West Virginia Central’s 
Demand for Cars. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. 18.—The Penn- 
sylvania is putting down the screws upon 
the West Virginia Central and Pittsburg 
Railroad in the war against the Gould 
lines. Although their demand is 150 cars 
a day, the West Virginia Central, now 
controlled by the Wabash, is getting on an 
average only 10 cars a day from the Balti- 
more and Ohio and the Pennsylvania. For 
this reason the West Virginia Central is 
hurrying the delivery of an order for 1,000 
steel hoppers, fifty tons each, and 200 
steel gondolas. The first installment ar- 
rived yesterday. 

In two months the cdal and iron extension 
of the West Virginia Central will be com- 
pleted to connect with a branch of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio at Durban, West 
Va., for a tidewater outlet to Newport 


News. As the Chesapeake and Ohio is 
dominated by the Pennsylvania, this ex- 
tension will not furnish the Lag mee 
outlet originally planned, and the tidewater 
cutlet via the estern Maryland is now 
the only one open to the West Virginia 
Central. 


HITS RAILWAY FRANCHISES. 


Court Declares Unconstitutional Law 
Under Which Widener-Elkins Syn- 
dicate Operates Cincinnati Lines. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Aug. 18.—The Su- 
perior Court in general term to-day de- 
clared the Rogers Law unconstitutional. 
This is the iaw which extended all the 
street railway franchises to a uniform date 
of 1946, or fifty years from the passage 
of the act. The suit was brought by at- 
torney Theodore Horstman for a taxpayer. 
The law was knocked out on the two 
grounds, that it arbitrarily and unreason- 
ably classifies street railways and muni- 
cipal corporations, and that it is not of unl- 
form and equal operation, even if its classi- 
fications were legal. 

The bidding price for Cincinnati Street 
Railway Company stock slumped from 142 
to 130 to-day when the news reached 
‘Change that the Rogers Law had heen de- 
clared unconstitutional, but the bid was 
scon raised to 137. The last Known sale 
was twenty-four shares Friday at 142%. 


Helders are not alarmed, and seem dis- 
inclined to sell. 

The street railways involved are now 
operated by the Widener-Elkins Syndicate, 
which leased them two years ngo from the 
Consolidated Street Railway Company. The 
Cincinnati Street Railway Company will 
file another answer which will set out de- 
fenses which have not been passed on. 


MISSOURI PACIFIC’S NEW LINE. 


Part of Direct Route from Memphis to 
New Orleans and Short Route 
from St. Louls. 


The Missouri Pacific intends to build an 
extension from Marianna, Ark., to Trippe 
Junction as a part of the proposed line 
from Memphis which is to connect with the 
New Orleans and Northwestern at Clayton, 
La. The line will run through some of the 
best and richest soil] in Arkansas and 
Loulsiana, and the country is well settled 
from Valley south to Clayton. The part 
from McGehee to Latour and from Mari- 


anna to Memphis is mostly virgin timber 
and partly developed; but, as the soil is 
fertile, it is expected that the country will 
be built up rapidly. 

The total distance from West Memphis 
to Clayton is 294 miles, and there are no 
heavier grades than 8 per cent. The maxi- 
mum curvatures, except at connections 
with other roads, is three degrees, and the 
entire line is constructed safely except, 
perhaps, against extreme high water. When 
completed the new line will give the Mis- 
souri Pacific a direct route from Memphis 
to New Orleans in connection with the 
New Orleans and Northwestern and the 
Texas and Pacific Railway, and it will also 
afford a short route between St. Louis and 
New Orleans. 


A LEASE OF ROLLING STOCK. 


Secured by Chesapeake and Ohlo Rail- 
road from a Philadelphia Man— 
Car Trust Fund. 


RICHMOND, Va., Aug. 18.—The Chesa- 
peakeé and Ohio Ralflroad Company has 
leased from Edward T. Stotesbury of Phil- 
adelphia, rolling stock consisting of twen- 
ty-five consolidated wide fire-box locomo- 
tives, 1,000 steel gondolas, 300 wooden box 
cars, 400 wooden gondolas, 200 wooden 
coke cars, 110 wooden hopper bottom gon- 
dolas, and 200 wooden flat cars, for the 
sum of $2,000,000. 

The Girard Trust Company of Philadel- 


oy on behalf of Edward T. Stotesbury, 
as secured subscriptions to the amount 
of $2,000,000 to a fund to be known as 
“The Chesapeake and Ohio Car Trust, 
Series B,’’ which is to be applied to the 
payment of the purchase of the new rail- 
road equipment and rolling stock. 

The re subscribing to the fund are 
secured in the payment in ten annual in- 
stallments of $200,000 each, beginning on 
Aug. 15, 1903, with interest at 4 per cent., 
re dewe ol semi-annually. All the rights of

Annual Report of Ann Arbor Rallroad. 

TOLEDO, Ohio, Aug. 18.—The annual re- 
port of the Ann Arbor Railroad, issued to- 
day, is of interest because the property 
formally passed into the hands of the 
Gould interests. At the annual election 
Saturday George Gould and C. W. Kreck 


were elected to the Directorate. For the 
resent year the gross earnings were 
1,893,409; net earnings, $520,354. The 
gross revenue was increased about 8 per 
cent. over last year. The marine service 
across Lake Michigan contributed $624,650. 


Rolling Stock for Baltimore and Ohio. 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 18.—It was announced 
at Baltimore and Ohio headquarters to-day 
that an order would be placed within a 
few days for 100 additional locomotives, for 
delivery next Spring. With this new order 
for locomotives, the company will have 
placed orders for 254 locomotives, 4,000 


steel hoppers and gondolas, 1,300 box cars, 
700 flat cars, 50 passenger coaches, 24 bag- 
gage and mail cars, 8 dining, and 2 parlor 
and dining cars. The entire order is to be 
completed by April, 1903.

PARTRIDGE AND THURSTON 
VISIT POLICE STATIONS. 


Unannounced They Appear at West 
20th Street and West 47th Street 
Houses on Inspection Tour. 


Commissioner Partridge and Deputy Com- 
missioner Thurston paid a visit last night 
to the West Twentieth Street Station. They 
came unannounced and stood before the 
desk while Sergt. Gilmartin was disposing 
of a case. Then they introduced themselves 
and were taken on an inspéction tour 
through the building. They inspected the 
building from the dormitories to the base- 


ment. After their inspection they thanked 
the Sergeant and drove off. 

The police were not inclined to discuss 
the visit last night. 

Col. Parteiage and his deputy also paid a 
visit to the West Forty-seventh Street Sta- 
tion. Here they also arrived unannounced. 
Capt. Schmittberger was not present, but 
Sergt. Farre)]] received them and had them 
conducted over the building.

Mayor’s Committee Hears Several 
Hoe Factory Employes. 


Grand Jury Also Begins an Investiga- 
tion, and More than Fifty East Side 
Merchants Are Subpoenaed. 


The committee, consisting of Nathan 
Bijur, Louis Marshall, W. H. Baldwin, Jr., 
Thomas M. Mulry, and Edward B. Whit- 
ney, appointed by Mayor Low to investigate 
the trouble around R. Hoe & Co.’s fac- 
tory, on Grand Street, at.the time of the 
funeral of the Rabbi Joseph, met yester- 
day morning and listened to several wit- 
nesses who tried to explain the affair. Ad- 
journment was made at 6 o'clock. The 
Grand Jury also began an investigation into 
the cause of the riot, its conditions being 
presented to that body by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Krotel. More than fifty east 
side Jewish merchants have been subpoe- 
naed, and it is thought that the investiga- 
tion will occupy three or four days. 

Edward A. Collins, a general foreman of 
the Hoe works, was the first witness be- 
fore the Mayor's committee, and he said 
that he attributed the trouble to the big 
crowd made up of “ lookers-on.”’ Mr. Collins 
testified that after the trouble was over 
he had heard that it had started between 
cigarmakers and cloakmakers. He said 
that he believed the affair had been 
planned, but had nothing with which to 
substantiate his statement. In reply to a 
question, Collings said that he had heard 
that a paper had been circulated about the 
Hoe building, signers of which would be 
declaring that they had seen nothing 
thrown from the windows. The witness in- 
sisted that no water could have been sent 
from the windows, as no line of hose could 
be brought nearer than ten feet to a win- 
dow. 


ROCKS AND BRICKS PRODUCED. 


Wallace Carver of Hoe & Co., the next 
witness, brought to the stand a large num- 
ber of rocks, bricks, and other missiles, 
which he said’ had been thrown into the 
factory through windows. This witness ad- 
mitted that water had been turned on the 
crowd, but on whose authority he did not 
know, William Sealckhaver, chief draughts- 
man, said that at the outset of the affair 
he had seen a policeman attacked. Then 
he saw a lot of other policemen rush in, 
and there was a general mélée. He said 
that there was no race prejudice in the 
Hoe factory, although more than sixty jews 
are employed there. 

Edward L. Shepard, general foreman, 
said that the firm had frequently had trou- 
ble with young hoodlums of the neighbor- 
hood, and that the monthly cost of win- 
dows broken in the factory was more than 
$100. In reply to Mr. Marshall, Shepard 
said that he had once sent to the police 
station because several complaints had 
heen made of the behavior of his appren- 
tices, but in no case did he find them se- 
riously at fault. Richard Fichte, foreman, 
said that during the riot he had looked out 
of the window and had seen women with 
their aprons full of stones, supplying men 


with missiles with which to bombard the 
building. 

‘‘T also saw a woman hit a policeman five 
times in the face, and then he didn’t do 
anything,"’ said Fichte. 

“ Five times?”’ asked Mr. Bijur. 

“W-e-ll, between four and five,” an- 
swered the witness, after thinking for a 
few moments. 

“Four and a half, I suppose,” said Mr. 
Whitney, sarcastically. he witness said 
that water had been turned on, but that 
nothing had been’ thrown. Herman C. 
Dwyer, an employe, said that he did not 
think the police used their clubs any more 
than the people deserved. 

Similar testimony was given by other 
clerks and employes, nearly all denying 
that anything had been thrown. 

At the evening session of the committee 
Mr. Baldwin atoned for his absence from 
the afternoon session by reaching the meet- 
ing place half an hour ahead of the other 
committeemen. Secretary Rabino had fif- 
teen witnesses in attendance, but the com- 
mittee after hearing a round dozen thought 
they had done enough for one sitting, and 
oe until to-day at 2 o'clock. 

enjamin Asht was peroees the most im- 
portant witness of the session. He de- 
scribed himself as ‘‘an American Jew 
“without prejudices.’’ He keeps a store at 
456 Grand Street, and saw the funeral of 
Rabbi Joseph from a doorstep just opposite 
the Hoe factcry. 

The hearse had just passed, he said, when 
the Hoe employes began to throw down 
melon rinds on the procession. When the 
mourning Jews turned to, protest, and be- 
fore they had done anything but shout 
their protests, two streams of water were 
turned upon them from the _ second and 
third floors of the factory. Then began a 
rain of rubbish, old iron and iron bolts. 
Asht said a small child sitting near to him 
had its head cut open by a small piece of 
an iron wheel. He picked up the iron to 
show his partner, and produced it at the 
request of the committee. 


SAW SEVEN HOSE LINES PLAYING. 


Asht told the committee in reply to a 
question from Mr. Marshall that he saw 
seven hoses playing on the crowd at one 
time, while five men were heaving water 
down from the roof by pallfuls. 

Replying to Mr. Whitney, Asht said that, 
as long as he can remember, the employes 
of the factory have attacked and insulted 
the Jews who pass the facory during the 
lunch bour. He said he had seen unof- 
fending Jews attacked and beaten and their 
stock in trade ruined so often that now 
that part of Grand Street is abandoned, 


while the Hoe péople have their lunch 
hour of liberty. Complaints to the fac- 
tory and to the police, he declared, have 
resulted in increased injury and insult. 

Sigmund Schwartz, an undertaker at 107 
Forsyth Street, said he had warned Capt. 
Thompson that there would be trouble 
when the funeral pasiee the Hoe factory. 
He said he told the Captain that he had 
never taken a funeral past the factory 
without trouble, and that only three weeks 
earlier one of his drivers had been struck 
in the face with an apple thrown from one 
of the windows. 

Mrs. Rosie Goldberg, who has lived at 400 
Grand Street for three years, passed the 
Hoe factory just after the funeral passed. 
Water thrown from the factory wet her 
and she went up the steps to complain. 
Two men met her and struck her so severe- 
ly that she had to be carried away and an 
ambulance summoned. She told Mr. Wheel- 
er that she was not sure she could identify 
the man who hit her first. The description 
she gave fitted very closely one of the men 
who testified at the afternoon hearing. 


STEAMBOAT RACE IN RAPIDS. 
Owner of the Cresco Fined for Her Run 
in the St. Lawrence—Passen- 
ger’s Complaint.

OGDENSBURG, N. Y., Aug. 18—On a 
recent trip through the rapids of the St. 
Lawrence River the steamboat Cresco, 
which runs between Ogdensburg and down- 
river points, fell in with the Canadian tug 
Umbria and proceeded to make a compari- 
son of speed. 

The boat was run through the rapids in 
such a manner as to alarm the pasSen- 
gers. Major William H. Daniels of this 
city was. one of the passengers on the 
Cresco, and lodged a complaint with the 
Collector of the District of Oswegatchie, 
Charles A. Kellogg. Upon examination 
Collector Kellogg found that the law had 
not been complied with, and Capt. Hatch, 
the owner of the boat, was fined $100. It 
is stated that the certificate of 1901 al- 
lowed the steamboat to carry 120 pounds 
of steam, and the certificate of 1902, 110 
pounds of steam. 

Major Daniels in his complaint alleges 
that on the occasion of her race with the 
Umbria the Cresco carried 180 pounds of 
steam and over. 

Collector Kellogg having no jurisdiction 
over the fireman and engineer, referred 
the charges against them to the local 
Board of Steamboat Inspectors, who will 
take the matter up this week, .----—-

PRESIDENT CANTOR’S PLANS. 

Mr. Cantor’s quarterly report is ex- 
tremely creditable to its author. In par- 
ticular, it is signalized, among reports 
of like character, by the desire and ca- 
pacity it shows on the part of its author 
to take large and long views in the mat- 
ter of public improvements, especially in 
those which concern the aspect of the 
city, as well as its healthfulness and con- 
venience. The absence of such a com- 
prehensive consideration of the city’s 
requirements in the past has wrought 
us much harm. When every project of 
improvement or embellishment is con- 
sidered by itself, as an isolated work 
and not as an organic part of a general 
scheme, each fails to attain the best re- 
sult that it might attain, even when, 
taken by itself, it happens to be well 
consiGered. From any Tammany admin- 
it would be quite absurd to ex- 
such consideration. The long- 
est view taken by the late Tammany 
administration was the disgraceful at- 
tempt, which the present administration 
has been endeevoring to baffle in detail, 
to saddle upon the city, for all municipal 
work and for an indefinite period, a firm 
of architects of whom the very mildest 
thing that can possibly be said was that 
no competent judge would ever have 
thought of them, on their professional 
standing or merits, for a single one of 
the works in question. 

It 1s apparently the consideration of 
the striking success of the plan for the 
improvement of Washington, prepared 
and submitted to Congress under the 
direction of the late Senator McMILLAN, 
which has induced Mr. Cantor to be- 
lieve that much good might result to 
New York from the labors of a similar 
commission here. Nobody, we suppose, 
who has given real study to the matter 
doubts that it would be an excellent thing 
for the National capital, and so for the 
Nation, if Congress should adopt the 
plan in question and resolve to make 
all future improvements in accordance 
with it. Such action would not 
itself cost one dollar. And, similarly, 
here in New York, as Mr. CANTOR per- 
ceives and sets forth, the thing to do 
with reference to municipal improve- 
ments is to obtain a competent com- 
mission to study the situation and re- 
port what can be done to improve it, 
and then to commit the municipality, 
or rather the borough, to the execution 
of it, as gradually as the financial lim- 
itations in the way may compel. 

It is true that there is one marked 
difference between the case of Wash- 
ington and that of New York which 
forbids us to cherish too sanguine hopes 
about the success of a plan for New 
York, or for Manhattan, even as care- 
fully and intelligently thought out as is 
that for the improvement of the “ Fed- 
eral City.” That is that Washington 
was originally very admirably planned, 
and the new Commissioners found it 
their first and most urgent duty to 
rescue the original plan from the de- 
facements that ignorance, neglect, and 
downright vandalism have accumulated 
upon it. York, on the contrary, 
was criginally very badly planned, with 
a minimum of trouble to the planners 
and with no real foresight at all of the 
requirements of a great city. The want 
of thought of the Commissioners of 1807 
was as marked in the points of com- 
fort and convenience as in the points of 
dignity and beauty. And the problem 
before a competent commission at this 
time would be what could be done at 
not too great a cost to repair the blun- 
ders of their predecessors, and, in fact, 
toward providing a plan which had 
never been supplied for a city the growth 
of which had been forced into wrong 
lines. It is, no doubt, a very difficult 
problem, which requires compromise at 
every point, but it-is not to be doubted 
that the right commission could devise 
a plan which should not only unify the 
various separated schemes for local im- 
provements, but should commend itself 
on business grounds as a good municipal 
investment, by reason of the values it 
would enhance or create, even as the 
Haussmannization of Paris has com- 
mended itself to the Parisians. And to 
Mr. CANTOR belongs the distinction and 
the credit of having been the first mu- 
nicipal official to propose the preparation 
of such a comprehensive plan for the im- 
provement of Manhattan,

SOME OTHER TIME.

himself as Mr. W. J. BRYAN gives in re- 
plying to the question asked of him by 
The New Orleans Times Democrat, 
“Will you be a candidate for President 
next campaign?’ Mr. BRYAN’s answer 
is published in his Commoner: 


I shal] not be a candidate for the Presi- 
dency in the next campaign. * * * While 
no one can look very far ahead or foresee 


contin gencies that may arise, I have no 
plane Conlon to. a. renomination at any 
Future time, * If I ever again be- 
come a cendifate yt the Presidency it will 
because am convinced that can in 
that way tee more effective aid te the 
cause in which I am enlisted for life, and 
I am not anxious to be convinced. I’ can- 
not say more without prejudging events. 


It is simply impossible for this man to 
let go, even when the rope is cut and he 
is drifting swiftly astern. No, I have no 
plans for coming aboard. If I do come 
aboard it will be because I am convinced 
that it is drier on deck than it is here in 
the great salt deep. But I will never 
give up the ship, not even when she has 
sailed away and left me alone upon the 
waters of oblivion. 

Twice decisively beaten, and now by 
the resolute action of Democrats all over 
the country denied the opportunity to 
rush upon a third defeat, Mr. BRYAN de- 
clines to commit himself to a refusal to 
be a candidate in 1908, 1912, 1916, 1920, 
1924, 1928, 1932, 1936, and 1940, on the 
ground that he must not prejudge 
events! What delicacy! What consider- 
ation! What an unconquerable belief in 
his own indispensability! 

Asked by an Illinois Democrat if he 
still believes in silver free coinage at 16 
to 1 and if’he would favor a law to that 
effect if he were President, Mr. BrRYan 
answers “ Yes”’ to both questions. The 
wonder is how the perfectly evident fact 
that his party has rejected him as a pos- 
sible candidate in 1904 ever got into that 
impenetrable mind. 


ORGANIZED LABOR AND CITIZENSHIP 

The discussion in the Central Feder- 
ated Union on Sunday, involving the 
question whether a wage earner’s loyalty 
to his union would permit him to be a 
member of the National Guard and ren- 
der the service expected of that organ- 
ization in sustaining the civil arm of 
the Government in repressing mob vio- 
lence and safeguarding life, property, 
and personal rights, is a danger signal 
which the thoughtful young man in the 
ranks of labor should not fail to under- 
stand in all its significance. If mem- 
bership in the union is inconsistent with 
the discharge by the wage earner of all 
the duties of citizenship, -he must con- 
sider whether his interests as a wage 
earner are paramount to his duties as 
a member of the body politic, and wheth- 
er he can afford to see the institutions 
of civil liberty subverted, order re- 
placed by anarchy, and life and prop- 
erty subjected to the will of a mob. How 
he decides this question is of vast impor- 
tance to himself, his fyture, and the 
future of his children. If he casts his 
lot with the Anarchists and refuses to 
render the State the service expected of 
him because to render it would tend to 
the suppression of mob violence and the 
discouragement of crime, he has no right 
to call himself a citizen, has no part nor 
lot in the privileges and blessings for 
which those who established our Na- 
tional liberties fought on many a bloody 
battlefield, and falls beneath the con- 
tempt of honest and right-minded men 
if he claims any of the privileges which 
citizenship confers. He is a political 
degenerate, representing a class incapa- 
ble of self-government for wise and con- 
servative ends, and vastly more dan- 
gerous to the State than its open ene- 
mies. 

To discourage a young mechanic from 
enlistment in the National Guard be- 
cause in that service he “ may be called 
upon to shoot down his fellow-workmen 
who elect to go on strike” is to use an 
argument whicH his judgmeht should 
resent and his self-respect revolt at. 
No such order was ever given. If it 
was it would not be obeyed, and the 
officer who gave it would be promptly 
turned over to the civil authorities to 
be dealt with according to his crime. It 
has sometimes happened that the troops 
have been ordered to fire, and have 
fired, upon mobs of voluntary outlaws 
engaged in attacks upon the lives and 
property of citizens. They may have 
been striking wage earners, or lawless 
persons who have taken advantage of a 
labor disagreement to create a mimic 
civil war the suppression of which is 
demanded by every consideration of pub- 
lic policy and private interest. The man 
who puts himself in this position be- 
comes a rebel and an outlaw, whether 
he is a wage earner, or a thief and thug 
from the slums who avails himself of 
the opportunity to make war upon so- 
ciety under the cover of a strike dis- 
turbance. 

Just now a small detachment of the 
National Guard of Pennsylvania is on 
duty in the coal district. They are not 
there to suppress a strike or to oppress 
or terrorize honest miners who are vol- 
untarily idle. The only people who will 
ever feel the prick of their bayonets or 
come in contact with their bullets will 
be those engaged in the commission of 
lawless acts which if tolerated would 
establish a condition of anarchy de- 
manding Federal interference if beyond 
the control of the State authorities—or 
it may be a few of those abetting and 
encouraging such lawlessness by swell- 
ing the crowd and thus increasing the 
difficulty of discrimination. The striker 
who does not want to kill somebody, or 
to throw stones with murderous intent, 
or to beat and maim strike breakers, or 
to fire the buildings of the companies, 
or to rescue prisoners from the civil 
authorities, or to perform or encourage 
some other act of violence, has nothing 
to fear from the soldiers. If his parti- 
sanship as a union man is so intense that 
he does not recognize it as a duty to aid 
the civil authorities in such circum- 
stances, he gives warrant for classing 
him as a public enemy. 

The leaders of the Central Federated 
Union should see to it that any attempt 
to array that organization against the 
State, or to subvert patriotism by fur- 
ther discussion of the question raised at 
its last Sunday conference, should be 
sternly rebuked if it cannot be effectual- 
ly repressed. The worst enemies of or-

AS TO BEING RIGHT. 

In a recent talk to the boys of an in- 
dustrial school in which he is much in- 
terested, Mr. JOHN W. GATES gave utter- 
ance to the following extraordinary bit 
of practical business advice: ‘‘ MARSHALL 
FIELD once told me that he always tried 
to be right 51 per cent. of the time. 
There’s a lot in that, young men. The 
fellow who makes up his mind to be right 
all the time will be busted always, in the 
long run, by the man who insists on be- 
ing right 51 per cent. of the time.” 

There is reason to believe that Mr. 
GaTEs did not catch the exact meaning 
of what Mr. FIELD told him. No doubt 
he said that he tried to be right at least 
51 per cent. of the time, but that he dis- 
covered any advantage in being wrong 
the other 49 per cent., or that a less per- 
centage of error than forty-nine times 
in the hundred would imperil his business 
success or put him in imminent danger 
of being ‘“ busted "’ by the competition of 
the “fellow” who maintained that av- 
erage of mistake and misjudgment, is 
scarcely probable. 

Up to the present the average of hu- 
man experience does not seem to have 
shown that the young man who makes 
up his mind to be right all the time jeop- 
ardizes his chances of success in life. 
What new ethical code may have come 
into existence with the school of piratical 
finance of which Mr. Gates is credited 
with being a past master we do not 
know. To follow the line of reasoning 
which would lead a man to the _conclu- 
sion expressed above and warrant him in 
embodying it in concrete advice to the 
young would be extremely interesting, 
but to do this successfully would require 
a larger knowledge of Mr. GaTEs’s intel- 
lectual endowment and ethical convic- 
tions than can be gathered from the 
known incidents of his career. We sus- 
pect that it has more relation to the 
game of ‘“‘ poker” than to business. If 
this suspicion is well founded, the re- 
mark is perfectly intelligible. In “ po- 
ker” the player who makes up his mind 
to be right all the time will be quite cer- 
tain to find his stack of chips diminish- 
ing. The element of chance would be 
practically eliminated, and that of 
“ bluff” wholly so. Obviously, however, 
if he can be right 51 per cent. of the time, 
he will be likely to find the game fairly 
profitable in the long run. Of course, the 
difficulty is that the other fellow may be 
right the 51 per cent. Eliminate this 
chance, and the other fellow would not 
be likely to place his money at hazard. 

How far the rules of the poker table 
apply in business isa question we do not 
feel qualified to answer. In this respect 
Mr. GaTEs’s experience is believed te 
have been considerable, but we should 
question if it offered a safe basis for 
generalizations to be crystallized in ad- 
vice to young men.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—-For fear that the Summer residents in 
and around Wood's Hole may not get their 
fair share of excitement—the region being 
very pleasant, but equally quiet—we hasten 
to call their attention to the fact that Dr. 
BEAMAN DoucG.uass of this city not only 
thinks, but has confided to The New York 
Medical Journal his opinion that at Wood's 
Hole there seems to be ‘‘an absolute di- 
vorce between brains and wealth.”’ The cot- 
tagers, he says, are usually well to do, 
while the scientists who resort in large 
numbers to those shores are ‘‘as poor as 
the proverbial church mouse,"’ and the two 
classes do not get on amicably together. 
‘A few of the cottagers,” the doctor ad- 
mits, “‘ have a proper appreciation of scien- 
tific methods, but,’’ he adds, ‘“‘ most of 
them see fit to interfere with or to look 
with disfavor upon the botanist, zoologist, 
or entomologist who ventures on unoccu- 
pled grounds belonging to them.” Dr. 
Dove.Lass regards this situation as most 
unfortunate, for, as he explains, “it indi- 
cates a spirit of antagonism that sooner 
or later may debar the botanist and nat- 
uralist from his harmless, silerit studies in 
woods and fields in the vicinity and com- 
pel him to gain what knowledge he can of 
birds and flowers and insects from such ob- 
servations as he can make on the public 
highways.”’ Our first impulse, after read- 
ing the doctor's article, was to scold the 
rich cottagers with severity, but, on sec- 
ond thought, it occurred to us that this 
case, like most others, has two sides. The 
scientists mean well, no doubt, but even 
a rich man has some rights,- and among 
them, we think, is the right to shoo scien- 
tists off his own property if he pleases 
Does Croesus prove himself brainless, for 
instance, if, on hearing frightful howlings 
rise from his private wharf, he goes down 
and finds a man in spectacles butchering 
a huge amoeba on its planks? Must he 
submit when another intruder tethers half 
a dozen echinoderms on the part of the 
beach selected as a bathing place by the 
Misses Croesus and leaves the dangerous 
beasts there unmuzzled until he gets ready 
to continue his often indelicate investiga- 
tions? We answer in the negative.

—In the death of our only musk ox there 
is cause for grief beyond that caused by 
the loss of one of the most interesting and 
apparently amiable animals in the Zoolog- 
ical Park—of one not particularly beauti- 
ful, indeed, or marked by any great vi- 
vacity of disposition or any large endow- 
ment of brains, but to all seeming gentle 
and good enough to win the affection of 
everybody who conversed with him. Why 
this death comes with a special shock is 
because it seems’ to support the Weather 
Bureau men in their contention that the 
Summer has been “ normal.” Hitherto 
their declarations to this effect have not 
excited much resentment, even among 
those who have been surest that the Sum- 
mer has been outrageously cool, for they 
could smile superior and win general as- 
sent to remarks on the invariable untrust- 
worthiness of the Weather Bureau's pro- 
nouncements. But now the musk ox, who 
ought to have thrived and been happy in 
meteorological conditions so much like 
those familiar to him in his arctic home, 
has seen fit to pretend that he was over- 
come by the heat, and has carried the pre- 
tense so far as to give the normalists a 
chance to say that he died from change of 
climate. Of course he didn't do any such 
thing. Our own opinion is, and we are 
supported in it by several owners of beach 
hotels, that the musk ox died of the cold. 
He was accustomed to low temperatures in 
the Winter, but in the Great Bear Lake 
country they have a Summer which, though 
short, really is Summer, and naturally a 
native of that region was ill-prepared to 


endure the tienen of a pseudo-Sum- 
mer like this. And even the Weather Serv- 
ice will find it hard to explain why, in a 
“normal” Summer, a musk ox should die 
of pneumonia, which, according to the gen- 
eral understanding, at least, is a disease 
either of Winter or of an equivalent lower- 
ing of the bodily temperature. However 
this may be, the musk ox will be mourned 
with a double sorrow—for himself as” we 
thought he was, and again because his 
death has revealed a vicious determination 
on his part to lend verisimilitude to the 
otherwise bald and unconvincing narra- 
tives about a ‘“‘ normal Summer.” 


—-At the time! of going to press this 
Morning we had received no reports of a 
tidal wave at Atlantic City, though yes- 
terday was the date set for the catastro- 
phe. The people, said to be more than a 
few, who shortened their stay on that part 
of the Jersey coast because of the tidal 
wave prognostication now have an oppor- 
tunity to congratulate themselves on their 
caution—at the expetse of their intelli- 
gence. For consolation they have the 
thought that they were not a bit sillier 
than the innumerable Britishers who for 
years have been gloomily spreading the 
tale of a gypsy prophecy about their pres- 
ent King. It was not a gypsy who fore- 
told the tidal wave for Atlantic City, but 
a negro preacher, ANDREW JACKSON JONES 
by name, and even he weakened several 
days before the appointed time, and said 
that all he did was to warn the Jerseymen 
and their visitors that, as one account puts 
it, ‘‘the Creator is coming down the coast 
from New York before the season ends, and 
it will be well for evildoers to turn from 
their wicked ways.” ANDREW JACKSON 
JONES can at least claim that his advice 
was good, and particularly adapted to the 
stretch of country he had in mind. His 
declaration, too, that the stern but benefi- 
cent influenee was to come from New York 
shows that, though he is not much of a 
prophet, he has certain sound ideas. Phil- 
adelphia, however, will join the Atlantic 
City hotel keepers now in clamoring for his 
scalp, but up here he will be more kindly 
regarded. It is said that Mr. JONES is a 
man of varied experiences, having been 
arrested some eight times at divers places 
and for divers reasons. He declares, with 
truth, for all we know, that in each of 
these cases he was persecuted for righteous- 
ness sake, and that he awaits with calm- 
ness any action that may be taken against 
him by the maddened Bonifaces of Atlantic 
City. 


WOMAN’S SUFFRAGE QUESTION. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As the question of giving taxpaying wo- 
men the right to vote upon all’measures 
pertaining to the spending of the revenue is 
likely to come up before the next Legislat- 
ure, it may be well to call the attention of 
the public to the issues involved. The mat- 
ter is not nearly so simple as it looks. 

To go back to Revolutionary times and 
quote the war cry ‘‘ No taxation without 
representation’ is easy. The average citi- 
zen is less likely to observe that although 
there was undoubted right and justice in 
the claim of our forefathers, it was not of a 
kind which had an individual application. 
It was the colonies as colonies which were 
ubrepresented, at the same time that they 
were the victims of outrageous discrimina- 
tion and oppression. One of their first acts, 
however, when they set out to form Gov- 
ernments for themselves, was to levy a poll 
tax on all male adults, and at the same 
time to restrict the ballot by property qual- 
ifications. It was several decades before 
these restrictions were abolished, and then 
only in the interests of that Jeffersonian 
democracy which had its day in the early 
part of the nineteenth century. 

Since that time there has been no con- 
nection between property owning and the 
ballot till in 1897 a provision was smuggled 
through the Legislature of New York giv- 
ing to male property owners the right to 
vote at special elections on questions of 
tax spending. Thus was reintroduced the 
old principle, eliminated from our Govern- 
ment years ago in favor of manhood suf- 
frage, of giving special privileges to prop- 
erty owners. It is a measure of doubtful 
constitutionality, which, if thoroughly un- 
derstood and exploited by the labor ele- 
ment, might prove a deadweight to the po- 
litical party responsible for it. 

It is now proposed to add to this special 
legislation a measure extending the ballot 
to taxpaying women, still further adding to 
the power of wealth in a community al- 
ready threatened with the evils of plutoc- 
racy. In this latter case also it can scarce- 
ly be said that the ballot is bestowed as a 
premium upon business enterprise and sa- 
gacity, since few women have acquired the 
wealth by virtue of which they become tax- 
payers, having in most instances inherited 
it, while in others they hold it as a safe- 
guard against the risks of the commercial 
enterprises of their husbands, or possibly 
to keep it out of the hands of just creditors. 

It is also to be considered that the exten- 
sign of the ballot to taxpaying women 
would undoubtedly be used to further the 
interests of woman suffragists in general, 
and would be followed by a demand from 


these agitators for the ballot under various 
other conditions. It becomes, therefore, a 
matter to be seriously considered by men 
who have the best interests of good govern- 
ment at heart. Indeed, this whole matter 
of woman suffrage is, we think, worthy of 
far deeper study than most men have yet 
given it, involving as it does a fundamental 
change in our institutions which would 
have a tendency to unsettle the relations 
between the sexes and shift the basis of 
our Government from the family as the 
unit to the individual as the unit, a differ- 
ence scarcely less fundamental and im a 
tant, though in the opposite direction, t 
that between a republic and a monarahy. 
That such a change would be in the inter- 
est of the extreme form of Socialism there 
can be no doubt. Is it not time that Amer- 
ican voters should consider seriously the 
question whether they are prepared to shift 
e Republic from the solid basis on which 
it was established by their forefathers to 
the untried and visionary grounds proposed 
by the Social Democracy of Europe? It is 
to such a change that every measure in fa- 
vor of giving political rights to women 
tends.

Most Englishmen Are Royal Blooded. 

The Australian M. P. who recently 
boasted of royal lineage must now recog- 
nize that the statement is one of those 
things which are better left unsaid. After 
many years Sir Willlam Harcourt's refer- 
ence to his descent from the Plantagenets 
is still remembered aginst him. Kings as 
ancestors are, indeed, almost as common as 
blackberries. More than thirty titled fami- 
lies trace descent from Edward I., and 
thirteen peers from Henry VII., while in 
the lowest classes there are hundreds of 
persons whose blood is tinted with the royal 
blue. Only a few years ago the sexton at 
St. George's, Hanover Square, was shown 
to be, like Baroness Burdett-Coutts, a de- 
scendant of Edward III., and a Halesowen 
butcher and a Dudley forgeman can trace 
their line back to Edward I. 

What is the value of such pride of pedi- 
gree? Every person has two parents, four 
grandparents, eight great-grandparents, 
and so in arithmetical progression going 
back merely ten generations, the ancestors 
of any person number a thousand in direct 
line. Calculating thus, and supposing none 
of our progenitors to have intermarried 
with relatives, each one of us had at the 
time of the Norman Conquest many mill- 
ions of direct ancestors. As Sir William 
Groves said to the British Association, 
“the law of probabilities would indicate 
that no two people in the same country, 
taken at hazard, would have many genera- 
tions to go back before they would find a 
common ancestor.’’ Thus each and every 
man of the present day may safely claim 
a king, or at least a belted earl as an an- 
cestor. One of the arguments against the 
royal marriage act on its introduction in 
1772 was that there were 30,000 people of 


blood royal in the kingdom, and that if the 
bill became law, in course of time the whole 
population would be in a state of wardship 
to the Crown.—London Chronicle.

CITY SUES STREET LINES 


Repaving Claims for $1,250,000 
Against Traction Companies. 


President Greatsinger Said to Havé 
Flatly Refused to Recognize De 
mand—Iinterurban Railway’s 
Amount Placed at 
$922,000, 


The street railway companies of Manhate- 


tan owe the city about $1,250,000 for repav-- 


ing the streets in and about the tracks of 
the various roads. Deputy Controller Stev- 
enson is arranging for a concerted move- 
ment on the part of all city officials hav- 
ing to do with this matter to compel the 
railroad companies to settle. The money is 
due, it is claimed by the city officials, un- 
der Chapter 252 of the General Railroad 
Law of 1894, which states that the com- 
panies shall keep in repair the streets be- 
tween their tracks and two feet outside of 
their tracks. Under the law the city is au- 
thorized to make all repairs, if the railroad 
officials refuse or neglect to do so. 3 

A start was made in the movement to 
compel the railroad companies to pay up 
by the Commissioners of Accounts on April 
28, 1902, when they made a report to Mayor 
Low showing the liabilities of the railroad 
companies for 1901 to be $192,835.29 as 
their share of the cost of repaving streets 
in Manhattan, 

Thd following are extracts from a state- 
ment given out yesterday at the Con- 
troller’s office: 


To Assistant Corporation Counsel Mellen has 
Geen assigned the duty of presenting in the 
courts the claims against the companies. Mr. 
Rives'’s assistant will find himself fully occu- 
pied for some months in the attempt to recover 
on claims dating previous to Jan. 1, 1900, and 
amounting to the enormous total of $922,843.73. 
Including a few casés, in which action has been 
begun by former Corporation Counsels, there are 
now pending suits against twenty-three com- 
panies, involving in the aggregate the sum of 
$883,756.75. The Corporation Counsel has begun 
this year thirty-four suits to recover moneys for 
work done for the companies in Manhattan prior 
to Jan, 1, 1900. 

The refusal of the railway companies in Man- 
hattan to pay moneys justly due the city has 
found an echo in Brooklyn wt a where 
President Greatsinger of the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company recently flatly refused to ac- 
knowledge the right of the city to collect from 
his .company on claims pending for repaving. 
President Swanstrom did some plain talking on 
the subject with e result that work on: the 
important Third Avenue improvement was sus- 
pended. 

The Controller’s expert found that the last 
payment made by the Manhattan compass on 
the repaving account was on Jan. 

Also, that there was collected from Febreaee, 
1891, up to date, $36,578.73. In his reporg the 
expert says: 

“In cases where companies have obtaimed 
franchises from the city, in consideration of 
stipulations contained tn written agreements or 
contracts with the city authorities, it is possi- 
ble that they may be held liable for the cost of 
paving in and about their tracks, even orm 
the action may not be begun for more than 
years from the time the work is done. But in 
eases where charters have been procured direct 
from the Legislature the short statute of iimi- 
tations may possibly be applicable, making suc- 
cess doubtful where sult has been delayed be- 


ond six years.

SENATOR McMILLAN’S WILL. 


it Contained a Number of Charitable 
Bequests—Talk of His Successor. 


DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 18.—The will of 
the late Senator James McMillan disposing 
of an estate variously estimated at from 
$6,000,000 to $10,000,000 was filed for pro- 
bate to-day. It contains the following 
public bequests: 

To the Home of the Friendless, the Wo- 
man’s Hospital and Foundlings’ Home, the 
Children’s Free Hospital Association, and 
the Little Sisters of the Poor, $1,000 each; 
to Grace Hospital, $60,000. 

The Jefferson Avenue’ home in this city 
is left to his widow, and she is also given 
a Hfe interest in the Eaglehead property 
at Manchester-by-the-Sea, Mass. Gifts of 
$1,000 each are made to his son-in-law, 
daughters-in-law, and nephews and nieces. 
Three of his former confidential men, 
George M. Black, Charles Moore, and 
Richard Rice are left $5,000 each. All 
other employes in the Detroit office are 
left $250 each. Bequests of $100 and $200 
are made to all the family servants. 

All the rest of his personal estate ‘s be- 
queathed to the Senator's wife and to his 
sons, W. C. McMillan, Phillip McMillan, 
and Francis W. McMillan, and to their 
survivors, as trustees, to hold until the 
death of the last survivor of the Senator's 
children, unless they see fit to sooner ter- 
minate the trust. 

The trustees are to pay to the Senator's 
wife during her lifetime one-half of the 
net income of the trust property less the 
amount of income which shall be derived 
from certain property valued at about 
$500,000, heretofore given to his wife, and 
the remaluder to his children, W. C., Amy, 
Philip H., and Francis W. McMillan, an/ 
to his grandchild, Gladys McMillan.

Rideement of. 1885 with Great

LONDON, Aug. 19.—The Times’s cor-

THE SHAH IN LONDON. 


Wears Full State Uniform, with Splen- 
did Jewels, When He Arrives—State 
Banquet in His Honor. 


LONDON, Aug. 18.—The Shah of Persia, 
Muzaffar-ed-din, and his suite, who ar- 
rived at Dover yesterday and stopped at 
the Lord Warden Hotel, reached London 
to-day and took up their residence at 
Marlborough House as guests of King Ed- 
ward. 

In accordance with the Persian mon- 
arch’s express wish, the train from Dover 
only traveled at the rate of twenty, miles 
an hour. His Majesty, therefore had 
plenty of time to array himself in full state 
uniform, and when he left the tfain at 
Victoria station he was resplendent: in a 
blaze of jewels. On his tarboosh-{cap). a 
huge diamond stood out like a headlight, 
his epaulettes were adorned with large em- 
eralds, and his breast was covered with 
jewels of all kinds. 

The gems worn by the members of the 
Shah's suite were only a little less rich 
than those of his Majesty. 

The Prince of Wales, Lord Lansdowne, 
the Foreign Minister; Lord Roberts, the 
Commander -in Chief; the members of-the 
Persian Legation, and others met the royal 
traveler at the station. The Prince of 
Wales and the Shah shook hands, and the 


visitor was introduced to the prominent 
persons present. The Prince of Wales sub- 
sequently conducted the Persian monarch 
to a royal carriage, and they drove off 
escorted by a detachment of Life Guards 
and followed by other carriages. The route 
to Marlborough House wae lined with 
troops. 

The weather was miserable, so the sight- 
seers were not numerous. 

The Shah drove in state to Buckingham 
Palace to-night to attend the state banquet 
given in his honor. He was escorted by a 
detachment of cavalry. The sixty persons 
at the dinner included the rince of 
Wales, who _ represented King Edward; 
Prince Arthur 6f Connaught, the chiefs of 
King Edward's household, Prime Minister 
Balfour, Colonial Secretary Chamberlain, 
and other Ministers, and Lords Roberts, 
Wolseley, and Kitchener. 


BRITISH WARSHIPS DISPERSE. 


Evolutions in ‘the Solent Marred by 
Heavy Rain and Wind. 


LONDON, Aug. 18.—The naval manoeu- 
vres in the Solent to-day were marred by 
the weather. Torrents of rain and half a 
gale of wind drove the spectators from the 
sea front, and it was noon instead of 10 
o'clock when the royal yacht Victoria and 
Albert left Cowes and took King Edward 
through the lines of the fleet. 

Subsequently an array of battleships and 
cruisers, to the number of nearly elghty, 
unmoored, formed in two columns, and 
passed on either side of the Victoria and 
Albert. All the war vessels manned ship 
as they passed the royal yacht. 

The evolutions had to be curtailed because 
the weather rendered the proposed difficult

BRITISH WEST INDIES GRANT. 


Mr. Chamberlain Says Any Increase in 
the Sum Voted by Parilament Is 
Out of the Question. 


LONDON, Aug.19.—The West India Com- 
mittee has published the eply of the Right 
Hon. Joseph Chamberla i, the Colonial 
Secretary, to the deputation from Trinidad 
which recently interviewed him on the sub- 
ject of the inadequacy of the reHef which 
the Government is giving to the planters. 

Mr. Chamberlain declared that any in- 
crease of the sum (£250,000) voted by Par- 
liament was out of the question, and that 
he could hold out no hope of' a similar 
grant in 1903.

CONSERVATIVES LOSE 
ANOTHER BY-ELECTION. 


The Official Unionist Candidate 


Beaten by an Independent in 
South Belfast. 


LONDON, Aug. 19.—A by-election for a 
successor to William Johnston, Conserva- 
tive Member of Parliament for the South 
Division of Belfast, who died on July 17, 
resulted yesterday in the election of 
Thomas Sloan, the nominee of the Protest- 
ant Association, by a majority of 826 votes 
over those cast for Charles W. Dunbar 
Buller, the Unionist candidate. 

Mr. Johnston had twice received plurali- 
ties of 2,600 and upward in the division, 
and he was three times returned without 
opposition. 

The election of Mr. Sloan has no bearing 
on the question of home rule. It’ indi- 
cates, however, a serious split in the 
Orange ranks and dissatisfaction with the 
Government's policy. 

Mr. Buller was the official Unionist candi- 
date. Mr. Sloan was the Independent 
Unionist candidate, representing tenants’ 


interests, and his election proves that the 
Government's policy in regard te the Irish 
land question, &c., is driving a large sec- 
tion of the Ulster Unionists to revolt. 

This second serious defeat of a Ministerial 
candidate at a by-election is thought to 
bode ill for the administration of Prime 
Minister Balfour. 


The result of the South Belfast election is 
the second defeat of a Government candi- 
date within three weeks. The by-election 
held in North on J 29 fill the 
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vacanc pateet by the elevation of the 
Right n. W. L. Jackson to the peerage 
resulted in the poenpected return of Row- 
land Barran, a Liberal 

At that time it was said that the result 
of the election filled the supporters of the 
new Balfour Ministry with dismay. Many 
London papers expressed the opinion that 
the Government's Education bill was the 
cause of the apparent dissatisfaction in the 
country, and the grain tax was also cred- 
ited with helping to make the people desire 
a change of administration. 


BOER LEADERS LEAVE ENGLAND 


They Declined to Witness the Review 
on Saturday Because They Were 
Not Suitably Dressed. 


LONDON, Aug. 19.—Late yesterday aft- 
ernoon the Boer Generals Botha, De Wet, 
and De la Rey left their hotel and proceed- 
ed to the docks to embark on the steamer 
Batavier, bound for Rotterdam. In spite 
of the secrecy of their movements a large 
crowd awaited the Generals and cheered 
the departing visitors. 

Montagu White, the ex-Consul General In 
London of the Transvaal, has issued a 
stdtement, authorized by the Boer Gener- 
als, as follows: 

“The Generals are proceeding to the Con- 
tinent for the purpose of greeting Mr. 
Kruger and Mr. Steyn and attending the 
funeral of Gen. Lucas Meyer. Their pres- 
ent intention is to return to London at an 
early date for the transaction of business, 
but they have not decided on any fixed 
programme. During their brief stay in 
London the Geherals have been the recip- 
jents of many invitations and kind mes- 
sages of welcome, which they fully appre- 
ciate. pa 

“The report that the decision of the Gen- 
erals not to visit the naval review was due 
to the influence of Mr. Fischer is not true. 
Their real reason for declining the invita- 
tion on Saturday was that they did not 
consider their attire quite suitable for a 
ceremonious visit, and the necessarily short 


notice conveyed to them did not give them 
the time for necessary preparations. But 
they were glad of the opportunity of paying 
their respects to the King on the following 
day, after they had made the necessary 
purchases, and they are gratified at the 
kind manner in which they were received 
by his Majesty.”’ 

‘Capt. O'Donnell, who served on De Wet's 
staff throughout the war, starts imme- 
diately for America in order to prepare the 
way for the visit of the Generals. He says 
that altogether about 500 Americans and 
500 Irishmen were with the Boer forces, 


BRITISH SOLDIERS DELUDED. 


They Believe America Wants to Employ 
Them in the Philippines. 


LONDON, Aug. 18.—Time-expired South 
African soldiers have been the victims of 
a curious delusion, which is causing the 
officials of the United States Embassy con- 
siderable annoyance. 

Former British soldiers who have served 
against the Boers have been applying in 
large numbers at the Embassy for enlist- 
ment in the American Army in the Philip- 
pines. They all tell the same story, saying 


a report was in circulation at Cape Town 
and Durban that the United States was 
enlisting ex-British soldiers for service in 
the islands. 

At the London Embassy scores of appli- 
cants have alread been turned away 
greatly disappointed.

His Vessel Imprisoned in the Ice, and 
Dog Sledges Were to be Used. 


ROME, Aug. 18.—The Buenos Ayres cor- 
respondent of the Secolo cables that fur- 
ther news has been received of the Norden- 
skjild antarctic expedition. 

The vessel was imprisoned in the ice, and 
preparations had been commenced to pro- 
ceed in dog sledges. The health of the 
members of the party was excellent.

THE THEATRES LAST NIGHT 


Irish Melodrama at the Fourteenth 
Street Theatre. 


“Robert Emmet” Has Plenty of Irish 
Character and Wit—A Stirring 
Story of an Incident of 
Irish History. 


Of the many dramatic incidents in the 
long Irish struggle for freedom few are as 
characteristic as that of the uprising under 
Robert Emmet, which was the subject of 
a play by Mr. Brandon Tynan, produced 
last night at the Fourteenth Street Thea- 
tre, In which the author took the leading 
part. A high-spirited and generous enter- 
prise, blighted in the planning by treach- 
ery, faltering in the execution for the lack 
of organization, and failing desperately 
because the leader in it turned aside at 
the critical.moment to meet his sweet- 
heart—what a theme about which to write 
the tragedy of Irish patriotism! 

In Fourteenth Street, of course, all this 
was turned into melodrama, the scenes of 
which bid alternately for the cheers and 
the hisses of a patriotic audience, and the 
animus of which was directed unfailingly 
against the red coat. Once, indeed, a Brit- 
ish officer showed pity for a poor Irishman, 
and was rewarded with the heartfelt burst 
of gratitude: ‘‘ Ye’re an Englishman! God 
forgive ye, ye can’t help it. But if there’s 
a cool corner in hell, I hope it’s you that'll 
get it.” At this flight of magnanimity the 
audience shouted and yelled. 

There was straight, sound melodrama in 
the first act, and while it lasted one hoped 
for a tempered and well-ordered treatment 
of the whole. There was also a fine clos- 
ing scene, which derived its quality from 
the fact that it adhered faithfully, for the 
most part, to the traditional colloquy which 
the school readers call Emmet’s Vindica- 
tion. There was a wealth of Irish charac- 
ter in the play, particularly as regards the 
men, and there was a good deal of Irish 
wit, as when in reply to an Englishman's 
charge that Irish lovers don’t mean wha+ 
they say, an Irishman replies, ‘‘ That’s a 
taunt of the Englishmen, who can't say 
what they mean.” Yet the raw spirit of 
melodrama predominated. At the end of 
each of the first three acts Emmet was 
surprised by the English; twice he escaped 
by pretending to be on the English side— 
once even riding double off the stage be- 
hind the evil Major Sirr amid the applause 
of the indigenous and the laughter. of the 
judicious. How he was finally captured no 
one knows, for that episode occurred be- 
tween the acts. 

Judged just as a Fourteenth Street melo- 
dramna, however, Robert Emmet has un- 
usual quality, both from the critical and 
from the popular point of view. The story 
is stirring, the scenic production excellent, 
and the acting of extraordinary quality. 
William Elton, so long the iow comedian 
of Wallack’s Stock Company, was the low 
Irish traitor; W. H. Thompson appears, by 
arrangement with Charles Frohman, as the 
leader of the Wicklow patriots; and the 
acting of James H. Bradbury and P. Aug. 
Anderson was equally good in the same 
admirable manner. All the other parts in 


a long cast were ——— taken, the polite 
villain of Francis Powers and the Sarah 
Curran of Miss Angela Russell being espe- 
cially commendable; and the production 
was well rehearsed. Altogether the show 
of its kind, abundantly worth seeing. 

Mr. Tynan's performance as Emms2t was 
highly sympathetic as regards looks and 
bearing, and always tempered and re- 
strained; but it fell short in the emotional 
crisis of the heights of which the part is 
capable. 

Much of the shortcoming was due to the 
extreme nervousness of the novice; no 
doubt the character will take substance 
as the weeks go by. Yet a part of it at 
least was due to a lack of study and of 
technique. At his entry in the first act 
Miss Curran is heard singing in an adjoin- 
ing room. Emmet has not seen her for 
months; yet he consistently turns his back 
on the door and upon the music that to a 
true lover would be as a mecca of adoration. 
In the great speech of the last act, which 
is declamation first, last, and a he 
does not always pronounce correctly. A 
“goverment ”’ is not nearly as fair a mark 
as a government, at which to launch telling 
invective. 

It is much, however, that so young and 
inexperienced an actor should, both as a 
playwright and as an actor, deserve to be 
criticised seriously by serious standards. In 
both capacities, he is already abundantly 
worth while; which is to say that he gives 
unusual promise. 


NOTES OF THE THEATRES. 


Aubrey Boucitcault was engaged yester- 
day by W. N. Lawrence as leading man for 
“Hearts Aflame,’’ which opens at the 
Bijou Sept. 8. He will play the part of 
Paul Chateris. Mr. Lawrence has had some 
difficulty in finding a man capable of fill- 
ing the part, and only at the last moment 
secured Mr. Boucicault. Last Spring, when 
the play opened at the Garrick, Robert 
Haynes took the part, but only tempo- 
rarily. Then Cuyler Hastings was signed, 
but about three weeks ago he was released 
to go with J. C: Williamson, the Australian 
manager, as Sherlock Holmes. The first 
rehearsal of the play as it is to be: pro- 
duced this season was held yesterday, the 
thirty members of the company being 
present.

IMPRESSIVE FUNERAL 
OF FATHER CARROLL. 


Great Crowd of Parishioners at His 
Church in Brooklyn—More than 
400 Priests in Attendance. 


The funeral of the Rev. Father Martin 
Carroll, the pastor of the Church of St. 
Vincent de Paul in North Sixth Street, 
Williamsburg, was conducted yesterday 
morning, and it was the largest in that sec- 
tion of Brooklyn in many years. Father 
Carroll died on Wednesday last of injuries 
sustained in a trolley accident in Saratoga. 
The body lay in state in the church Sunday 
afternoon and evening, where it was viewed 
by several thousands of parishioners. 

At the requiem mass yesterday morning 
more than 400 priests were in attendance 
and fully 20,000 persons were either inside 
or outside the church to pay the last trib- 
ute of respect. The Right Rev. Bishop Mc- 
Donnell of Brooklyn was the celebrant of 
the mass; the Rev. William J. Maguire, 
deacon; the Rev. Francis X. Ludeke, sub- 
deacon; Mgr. F. J. McNamara, first assist- 
ant priest, and the Rev. M. J. Moran and 
the Rev. John T. Woods, deacons of honor. 

The front part of the church was occu- 
pied by the visiting clergy and nuns of the 
church and other institutions. Some of the 
nuns came from Montreal. In attendance 
also were members of the Faculty of Ni- 
agara University, where Father Carroll had 
studied for the priesthood. 

In the pews behind the priests and nuns 
were seated the members of societies of 
the church. After they had been seated 
other parishioners were admitted. So dense 
was the crowd that filled the street that 
fifty policemen attached to the Bedford 
Avenue Station found difficulty in keeping 
clear the passage from the entrance to the 
curb, 

The honorary pallbearers 
O’Sullivan, Eugene Dougherty, Thomas J. 
Patterson, Patrick Campbell, John Gart- 
land, Peter Blake, James H. Tully, Henry 
McGowan, Patrick Mallon, Richard Cleary, 
Thomas Magnor, and John Long. 

The eulogy was delivered by the Rev. 
Father McCarty, the pastor of St. Augus- 
tine’s Church, who was a classmate of 
Father Carroll in Niagara University. 
Father McCarty said in part: 

“There Jies the remains of one of the 
best priests that Brooklyn has ever had. 
There is the iifeless body of one of the 
most zealous pastors of our diocese. There, 
asleep in the Lord, at the end of his long 
day of hard labor is one who has spent 
himself willingly for the glory of God and 
for the betterment of man. I speak with 
knowledge, for I have known him well for 
forty years. 

“There is no need for me to ask you to 
remember him itn your prayers. You have 
looked too long into his genial face; you 
have listened too often to his fatherly 
words; you have felt too frequently the 
grasp of his friendly hand, ever to forget 
him. Every day during these many years 
you have seen him, with hands uplifted, 
standing at the altar praying for you and 
yours; you will not forget them now.” 

At the conclusion of the service 150 chil- 
dren of the parochial school sang the hymn 
‘“‘ Nearer, My God, to Thee.'’ More than 
one-half of the assembled priests and nuns, 
all of the societies, and thousands of par- 
ishioners went in the procession to the 
Holy Cross Cemetery. 


LUTHER R. MARSH’S FUNERAL. 


Citizen George Francis Train Has it

VIENNA, Aug. 18.—Dr. Leopold Schenck, 
author of ‘‘The Determination of Sex,” 
died to-day at Schwanberg, Styria.

with which Dr. Schenck astonished the 
world in 1898. He was at the time Profes- 
of Embryology in the University of 
Vienna, and his doctrines received very 
serious, though generally incredulous, at- 
tention from medical men in all parts of 
the world. 

Since that time Dr. 
quently discussed his theories in. public. 
He has published a volume entitled “ The 
Determination of Sex.’ His colleagues in 
the Vienna institution of learning finally 
became convinced that the doctor was seek- 
ing notoriety, and last year he was retired 
on a small pension. It is said that this 
completely crushed his spifits. 

Dr. Schenck’'s treatment, under his per- 
sonal care, has been applied in several 
notable instances. It was reported that in 
1898 the Duchess of Aosta placed herself 
under the professor’s care, and that she 
presented her husband with a son. The 
Countess of Warwick also followed Dr. 
Schenck's instructions, and in due time a 
son and heir was born to this family. 

The most notable instance of the Schenck 
treatment was in the royal family of 
Austria, before the theory was made pub- 
lic. Archduke Frederick’s wife had given 
birth to eight daughters. A son had been 
hoped for before the birth of each 
Dr. Schenck was called into consultation, 


and in 1897 the Archduchess gave birth to 
a son. 

The keynote of Dr. Schenck’s treatment 
was diet He held that mother’s desiring 
sons should abstain from the use of sweets 
and other rich foods. He said that the sex 
of a child was dependent upon the number 
of corpuscles in the mother’s blood.

BOSTON, Aug. 18.—Benjamin F. Guild, 
one of the owners and editors of The Bos- 
ton Commercial Bulletin, died to-day in 
his eighty-ninth year.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


The most interesting and the most im- 
‘portant development disclosed in Wall 
Street yesterday showed in the break in 
the sterling exchange market. Under 
curiously inspired manipulation ex- 
‘change rates a fortnight ago were jacked 
up so as to make it appear that Europe 
was intent upon drawing gold from here 
on a large scale; and some exports were 
made—with some “engagements "’ made 
with hurrahs conceled in quiet. Those 
shipments were not made at a profit. 
Even with artificial exchange market 
quotations forced into currency it was 
not possible to figure for the shippers 
anything more, than getting out evep, 
their labor for their pains. Wherefore 
the always ready “reason” for such 
shipments was proclaimed as “a special 
transaction."’ Some crude folks may haye 
been fooled. But the profitless game of 
‘manipulation seems to have run its 
‘course. Natural conditions prevailing, 
‘the rates drop not merely to.a point 
jwhere further gold exports are out of 
} question, but reach apparently toward 
‘figures that may soon start ‘gold im- 
}ports. In various ways, and for various 
ireasons, involving various Wall Street 
;speculative interests, there is more than 
\trifling interest in the collapse of the re- 
‘eent forays upon the sterling exchange 
‘market. Yesterday's decline in rates is 
more than superficially significant. 

Total transactions in yesterday's stock’ 
market made but a small figure—less 
than 400,000 shares. Wall Street sees in 
this reflection a disposition in many im- 
portant quarters to await the return of 
:Mr. Morgan. Uniformly there prevails 
|the opinion that soon following his ar- 
rival we shall have clearer sailing in a 
number of quarters, notably in the cor- 
!porations that have to do with the iron, 
steel, and coal trades, while in a long list 
of important railways it is believed that 
;plans of professional development await 
merely Mr. Morgan’s presence to give 
personal sanction. And in all these quar- 
ters Wall Street argues that new activity 
and buoyancy are dependent largely 
upon any immediate market attitude 
which Mr. Morgan may take.

COTTON.—Moderate net gains were scored in 
the cotton market by the bull element, and tke 
bull rise was in goed part solely due to their 
persistent.efforts to undermine oversdld accounts, 
The market opened easy, with prices unchanged 
to 3 points lower, this being about a fair re- 
sponse to disappointing Liverpool cables, Eu- 
ropean and local bear selling were conspicuous 
at the start, and the impression spread quite’ 
generally that a lower market was the order ef 
the day, But, as was the case on Saturday, 
the bulls stepped in and quickly bid the whole 
list upward and caught the shorts, who beat a 
hasty retreat. The Liverpool market was slow 
to follow the better feeling here, but toward 
midday a féw buying orders began to make 
their appearance from the ‘other side,’ while 
the South became a vigorous buyer of the Win- 
ter options. Close upon the heels of the latter 
buying were reports that hot winds were damag- 
ing cotton in Texas and that a tropical storm 
had made its appearance in the Gulf. The latter 
failed to be confirmed in the late Government 
weather report, but the official temperature re- 
ports from the Southwest noted a range in two 
days of 98 to 104 degrees, with little or no relief 
in sight. Wall Street doggedly bid up the Fall 
and Winter months pretty much all the after- 
noon, and locai bulls bought cotton in anticipa- 
tion of an unfavorable weekly crop-weather report 
from Washington. The precipitation bulletins 
gave fairly good rains in the Eastern portion of 
the belt, but_droughty conditions obtained as a 
rule west of Georgia. The receipts were fairly 
liberal, but did not figure as a factor either 
way. The market at the close was steady und 
net 3 to 6 points higher. ‘Total sales of futures 
for the day were estimated at 100,000 bales.

APARTMENT HOUSES 
MAY LACK STEAM HEAT 


Possible Effect of the Coal Strike 
Already Being Discussed. 


Leases May Be Affected—Views of Real 
Estate Agents—Use of Soft Coal 
Increasing Largely. 


The committee appointed by the Retail 
Coal Dealers’ Association to fix the sched- 
ule price for coal was expected to meet this 
week to consider the question of further adr 
vancing the retail price of anthracite. It 
was learned yesterday, however, that the 
committee has decided to take no further 
steps immediately, and may wait a week or 
two longer for developments before further 
raising the schedule price, which is $9 a 
ton. Few people, it was stated yesterday, 
can buy coal by retail at schedule price, 
from $9.50 to $10 a ton being the figure 
usually asked. Cargoes that have been 
bought at $9.50 and $10 wholesale have not 
yet been put on the market. Coal, it is 
said, may yet reach $1§ a ton. 

In case the strike lasts until the beginning 
of cold weather, or until after the cold 
weather has started, the question of heat- 
ing apartment houses and offices will 
come up. Some of the office buildings and 
apartments are leased with a proviso that 
they be steam ‘heated during the Winter. 
By the time the cold weather comes, if the 
strike is not over, soft coal will have to be 
used or the apartments will un- 
heated unless some other means of heating

George R. Read, real estate dealer, 
Cedar Street, who has the leasing of a large 
number of office buildings, said on this 
point yesterday: 

**Should the owners or lessors of offices 
or apartment houses be unabie to carry out 
their contract for heating them, the law

carried out. That is looking a little ahead, 
however. In private houses the use of gas 
logs and asbestos grates is increasing, and 
the experience of the strike may 
stimulate invention in that line.

Atthe meeting of the local Board of Im- 
provements of the Borough of the Bronx 
yesterday afternoon in the Municipal Build- 
ing, at Third and Tremont Avenues, a res-

About five years ago condemnation 
were had for the opening of 
these streets, which were so laid out along 
Spuyten Duyvil Hill that each road cut 
through the middle of a row of small cot- 
tages which had been occupied and owned 
by the present residents for from thirty to 
forty years. 

Clarence Ferris, a lawyer, representing 
the owners of the cottages, said yesterday 
in his argument that the condemnation pro- 
ceedings had reached the point where the 


values of the property to be taken had been 
fixed, but the money had not yet been paid. 
He objected to the granting of this con- 
tract at the present time. He said it was 
only just that these small property owners 
should receive pay for their property be- 
ore being compelled to move away. ~ 

The matter was held over until the next 
meeting of the board, on Sept. 18

GRABBING CAR FENDER. 


Seven-Year-Old Boy Sent Word to His 
Mother Not to Worry. 


Seven-year-old Max Kaplan, who lives 
with his parents at 60 Lorimer Street, 
Brooklyn, had a narrow escape from death 
yesterday afternoon under a Reid Avenue 
trolley car at Broadway, Williamsburg. To 
prevent himself from being crushed beneath 
the wheels of the car he grabbed the fend- 
er. The boy was an attendant of the Hey- 
ward Street vacation school. 

The car was in charge of Motorman 
Thomas Farrell, going in the direction of 
the Broadway ferry. When the fender 
struck the boy it hurled him fully ten feet 
The car continued on, and the fender picked 
him up a second time. The boy then real- 
ized his perilous position, and clung to the 
fender with a tight grip, while the car stil] 
continued on for several yards.

SUIT FOR COMMISSIONS. 


Claim of Secretary Against the ‘Con- 
federate Memorial Association — 
Mr. Rouss’s Subscription.

Shaughnessey of Brooklyn has 
brought an action in the Supreme Court, 
that borough, against the Confederate 
Memoria! Association to recover $17,779.19, 
commissions allegéd to be due him under 
the assignment of a claim from John C. 
Underwood, Superintendent and Secretary 
the association. The plaintiff alleges 
breach of contract on the part of the de- 
fendant with Underwood. The main con- 
tention is over commissions alleged to be 
subscription by the late Charles 
Rouss, amounting to $100,000. 
The Confederate Memorial Association 
was organized in Mississippi in 1896 for 
the purpose of raising memorial funds. It 
is alleged that a contract Avas entered into 
by Underwood with the association where- 
by he was to receive a salary of $4,000 a 
year and a commission of 25 per cent. on 


all the money he raised as a memorial 
fund up to $200,000, and 20 per cent. of all 
sums above that amount. 

The plaintiff alleges that a new and 
slightly modified agreement was entered 
into in 1901, and that under the contract 
Underwood raised $186,076.96, which in- 
cluded the Rouss_ subscription. Under- 
wood, it is alleged, has been paid all of 
his commissions, except the amount sued 
for. He assigned his claim to Shaughnes- 
sey on Wednesday last. The summons 
and complaint in the suit were filed yes- 
terday. 
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REAL ESTATE ASSESSMENT. 
Merchants’ Association Urges Adoption 
of the Full Value Basis Plan. 


Immediate advantages expected to follow 
the adoption of the system of assessment of 
real property for purposes of taxation 
throughout the entire city at its true mar- 
ket value, as recently urged by Mayor Low 
and provided for by the city charter, 
are pointed out by the Merchants’ Assocta- 
tion of New York in preambles and a reso- 
lution adopted by their Board of Directors 
yesterday. 

it is cited that a different practice obtains 
in the different boroughs; prévatling assess- 
ments, according to a recent court decision, 
being figured on from 68 to 90 per cent. of 
the real value in these different localities. 
The adoption of the full value as the basis, 
it is said, would distribute taxation more 
equitably, and would increase the city’s 
debt limit by $75,000,000, thus enabling the 


earrying forward of much needed municipal 
improvements prevented or retarded by 
existing financial conditions.

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BLACKSMITHS ON STRIKE 


Twelve Employing Concerns Grant 
Men’s Demands at Once. 


Townsend-Downey Shipyards, Where 
the German Emperor’s Yacht Was 
Built, and Morse Iron Works 
Affected. 


One thousand members of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Blacksmiths 10 
Heipers went on strike yesterday morning 
to enforce demands made a week ago_on 
all the employers. The demands were $3.00 
a day, minimum wages, with 10 per cent. 
advance in wages for all who had been 
earning more than $3.50 a day, a general 
nine-hour workday, and 10 per cent. in- 
crease in wages and a nine-hour workday 
for the helpers. 

The New York local of the Brotherhood 
to which all the strikers belong is knowi, 
as Defender Union, No. 100, and has u 
membership of about 1,500. The Brother- 
hood is affiliated with the Metal Trades 
Beard, with which is also affiliated the 
Brotherhood of Boilermakers and Iron 
Shipbuilders. 

Among the yards involved in the strike 
were the Morse Iron Works Company's 
shipyard at the foot of Fifty-sixth Strect, 
Scuth Brooklyn; Tietjen & Lange's dry 
dock, Hoboken; Townsend & Downey's 
shipyard, Shooter. Island, where the Ger- 
man Emperor's yacht Meteor was coa- 
structed, and one or two smaller yards. 
The strikers held a meeting in Military 
Hall, 198 Bowcry, yesterday forenoon, and 
arcther in the a.i¢7noon, 

The first to i the strike were 
blacksmiths ai... ..i.pera employed by Tict- 
jen & Lange. :e Strike Committee re- 
pcrted late yesterday afternoon at Military 
Hall, where strike headquarters were 
established, that the following firms nad 
also yielded to the strikers during the day: 
Shield's Forge Company, Brooklyn; 
Heipenhauser Brothers, Manhattan; Mc- 
Neill Brothers, Brooklyn; Auto M. Scale 
Ccmpany, Brooklyn; United States Long- 
Distance Auto Company; Glasgow Iron 
Works, Manhattan; Dudgeon’s Works, 
Fox Boiler Works, Manhattan; Empire 
Bridge Works, Brooklyn; Novelty Boticr 
Works, Brooklyn; Pioneer Iron Works, 
Brooklyn, and J. M. Robins Dry Docx, 
Brooklyn. 

A member of the Strike Committee said: 
“This is a strike of the blacksmiths and 
the blacksmiths oniy. No other trade tz 
involved and no other trade has been asked 


to strike in sympathy. We stand alone in 
this fight.”’ 

Five hundred blacksmiths and helpcrs 
en;ployed in the machine shops of Jersey 
City and Hoboken also struck yesterday 
for an advance of 10 per cent., present 
Weges varying from $2.15 to $4 a day. The 
— affected are those of the Frederick 
A. Verdon Company, the W. & A. Fletcher 
Gompany, and W, H. Atkinson of Hoboken, 
ana Theodore Smith & Sons, Brown & 
Miller, and Michael! Russell of Jersey Cily. 
The employers say that the existing rate 
is all they can afford to pay in the present 
state of business.

FIRST SUICIDE AT 
RIVERSIDE PARK VIADUCT. 


Unidentified Aged Man Jumped Off and 
Fell One Hundred Feet-—Death 
Came Instantly. 


The first man to commit suicide at the 
new Riverside Park viaduct that extends 
from West One Hundred and Twenty- 
seventh Street to West One Hundred and 
Thirty-second Street, jumped from that 
structure at One Hundred and: Thirty-firsc 
Street and was instantly killed at 1.50 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. Several men 
who are employed in Conron Brothers’ 
Riverside Cold Storage Warehouse, at One 
Hundred and Thirty-first Street and 
Twelfth Avenue, were at work on the cor- 
ner when they heard a thud. Looking 
around they saw the mangled body lIyving 
in the roadway. They ran to render any 
assistance possibie, but found the man in 
ail’ unconscious condition. Thinking that 
some spark of life might remain, they 
called an ambulance from the J. Hood 
Wright Hospital. Dr. Gibbon, when h» 
arrived, pronounced the man dead. Every 
bone in the man’s body was broken and 
the head crushed. The body was taken to 
the West One Hundred and Twenty-fifih 
Street Police Station, where the Coroner 
held an autopsy. 

The man was apparently about sixty-five 
years of age, with gray hair and chin 
whiskers and white mustache. He wore a 
blue serge suit of fine quality, white under- 
year, black laced shoes, and black derby 
hat. There was nothing in his peckets which 
served to identify the man. In a pocket of 
the vest was a card bearing the names 
of Shmolz & Werter, photographers at 
Broome Street. Across the card had 
beer written the name Charles W. Pratt. 
The police thought that it might have becn 


the man’s name, but on inquiry“at the ad- 
dress of Pratt they learned that Pratt is 
alive. 

The police tried to get witnesses of the 
affair to ascertain whether the man 
had jumped or fallen. Three boys who 
were about the place came forward, duit 
each told a different story. The first suid 
that the man had tried to Jump to lie 
roof of the Conron Brothers building. The 
second said that the man had been sitting 
ou the railing of the viaduct and fallen. 
The third boy said that the man nad 
climbed over the rail and jumped. The 
Ceroner, after hearing the stories, said 
that he thought it a clear case of suicide. 

At the point where the man jumped the 
viaduct is about 100 feet above the ground. 
The hill slopes gradually until the viaduct 
reaches a height of 140 feet. There were 
several persons on the viaduct at the time 
the man jumped, but none of them saw 


him.

It is said that if he acquires the land 
he will have it laid out into golf links 
and build a clubhouse. 


Recovering from Lead Pipe Blow. 

Joseph Killean, who was reported to be 
dying on Sunday night at the Emergency 
Hospital, Coney Island, as the result of a 
blow on the nose with a lead pipe, had im- 
proved so much at a late hour last night 
that the doctors now expect his recovery. 
The police are looking for William Siee- 
man, who is said to have been the assail- 
ant. He is the son of an official of the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey and lives 
in Philadelphia. Sieeman’s wife told the 


police that her. husband, who is slightly 
demented, had been employed at Coney 
Island by L. A. Thompson on his scenic 
railway. She said that she had told him 
of an insult she had received from a man 
employed in the place where Killean 
worked, and answering to his description. 
Sieeman waited about the place for three 
or four days, and seeing Killean, had taken 
him for his wife's insulter, and struck him.

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POLITE JANITOR A THIEF 


Looted Apartments, Promised ‘to 
Look Up Complaints, and 
Disappeared. 


Custodian of Capt. Thomas’s White 
Stone and Brick Structure Took 
Quick Advantage of Sum- 


mer Exodus. 


Polite above everything else was William 
Nethe@\ay, custodian of the fashionable 
Iowa seven-story apartment building, 135 
West One Hundred and Fourth Street, 
which is owned by Capt. Thomas, erstwhile 
commander of the Tenderloin. In this way 
he gained the confidence of the twenty- 
one leaseholders and their families to a 
remarkable degree, and then, with smiling 
face robbed them under their very noses 
and in suave accents promised to investi- 
gate his own thefts as fast as they re- 
ported them to him, at the same time ex- 
pressing regrets that such things could 
happen in the handsome white stone and 
brick building while it was under his care. 

Netheway, who is thirty-five years old, 
disappeared last Wednesday. His wife and 
two small children went away the next 
morning, saying they were going to look for 
him. The police of the West One Hundredth 
Street Station are doing the same thing, 
but have obtained no clue. 

It does not appear that the man fled 
because of suspicion directed toward him. 
It is thought more likely that, when the 
tenants who are away on their various 
Summer jaunts come to take an inventory 
it will be found that he made their absence 
his opportunity to reap his richest harvest 
and left a field not worth further glean- 
ing. His known plunder amounts to several 
thousand dollars, and he seems to have neg- 
lected no chance to add to his horde. That 
his departure was deliberate is shown by 
the fact that his own family belongings 
have been removed. 

Ten-dollar bilis sent to him down the 
dumb waiter shaft to pay tradesmen's bills 
he acknowledged with forged receipts. The 
elevator runners’ salaries he withheld, they 
say, for three weeks, telling them that the 
Frank L. Fisher Company of 44 Columbus 
Avenue, agents for Capt. Thomas, were 
financially embarrassed, though he drew 
the money from them regularly to pay the 
boys. He kept these subordinates quiet, 
however, by giving them small sums, as 
they demanded money, saying that he made 
these advances from his own pocket. Miss 
Gall, a tenant, asked him to ship a couch 
stored in the cellar to Baltimore, and gave 
him money to prepay the charges. Soon 
after he called upon her for more, saying 
the express company demanded it. The 
couch, she has since learned, Is still in the 
cellar. 

Rent money intrusted to Netheway never 
reached the agents. Money from the teie- 
phone drawer is also said to be missing, 
and, in the meantime, Netheway and his 
family have lived on delicacies secured 
from nearby stores, which he obtained 
without paying by falsely representing that 
they were for tenants. Such was the con- 
fidence in him that many of the tenants, 
when they went to the country, left him 
pass keys to their homes. Those who re- 
mained, for the most part, refused to dis- 
cuss their losses when the story became 
public yesterday. 

Miss Shirk, on the fifth floor, admitted 
the loss of a sunburst of twenty-nine dia- 
monds worth $500, which had vanished 
within a week from beneath a quantity of 
veils, which concealed it in a drawer. 

Miss Haines, on the fourth floor, mourned 
the loss of about $1,000 worth of personal 
property, among the items being an opera 
searf worth $125, a Persian lamb coat, and 
a mother-of-pearl fan. 

Netheway came to the Iowa from the 
Tower, at Central Park West and Ninety- 
fourth Street, last November, and so had 
plenty of time to ingratiate himself with 
the tenants before the Summer exodus be- 
gan. Capt. Thomas, who is at present sta- 
tioned at the Arsenal, in Central Park, is 
on his vacation in the Adirondacks, and is 


not due in the city until the last of this 
week. 


RECEIVER APPOINTED _ 
FOR BROWN & FLEMING. 


Second Disagreement of the Partners 
in Twenty-two Years of Business 
as Contractors. 


Brown & Fleming, contractors at 129 
Broad Street, who have been in business 
for twenty-two years, are to dissolve 
partnership. Judge Hall, in the Supreme 
Court yesterday, appointed Benjamin L. 
Fairchild receiver of the assets of the 
firm, in a suit brought by John Fleming 
against his partner, Charles A. Brown, for 
a dissolution of the partnership on ac- 
count of a disagreement. The bond of the 
receiver was fixed at $250,000. 

It was said that the liabilities of the 
firm do not exceed $150,000, and that the 
assets amount to $830,000, consisting of 
notes and book accounts, $300,000; plant, 
&c., including fifty-three scows, $250,000; 
real estate in New York, the equity in 
which stands in the name of John Flem- 
ing, $125,000; interest in quarry properties, 
$75,000; four tugs, $75,000, and cash on 
hand and in bank, $5,000. 

The firm has contracts with the United 
States Government, the Dock Department 
of New York City, the New York Central 


and Hudson River Railroad Company, and 
other corporations, involving about $300,- 
000, which will take about a year to com- 
plete. 

The partnership was formed in 1880, and 
the firm built up a large business. Once 
before the partners had a disagreement, 
and proceedings were taken in the Su- 
preme Court in May, 1898, for the dissolu- 
tion of the partnership, but the matter was 
settled, and they continued together.

Calls on Mayor and Police to Close 
Poolrooms—Mayor Demands Proof 
of Charges — What Police 
Records Show. 


In a letter sent to the Mayor of Yonkers, 
the Police Commissioners, and Police Cap- 


tain Woodruff, yesterday, Surrogate Theo-' 


dore H. Silkman complained of the pool- 
reoms which, he charges, are running 
in that city openly and without any 
police interference. He says that Yonk- 
ers has lost its reputation for clean- 
liness and freedom from crime, and that 
it is now overrun by places where betting 
is carried on. According to the Surrogate, 
the people are in possession of evidence 
which the police either have not obtained 
or else have not used. 

The Mayor, Commissioners, and Police 
Captain, the letter charges, are jointly re- 
sponsible for the state of affairs now’'ex- 
isting. It also says that. stories have 
reached the Surrogate that weekly sums 
are paid the police for freedom to do busi- 
ness. Mr. Silkman concludes. with the 
threat that unless every poolroom is closed 
in forty-eight hours he will take steps to 
see that the law is enforced, 

Mayor Walsh has sent a letter in reply, 
in which he calls on Surrogate Silkman to 
substantiate his charges. He denies that 
there is any blackmail, and is satisfieu 
there has been none during his adminis- 
tration, but hints that there may have 
been prior to his advent in office. Ex- 
Mayor‘Sutherland was Surrogate Silkman’s 
friend. The Mayor also observes that the 
letter was sent at an unfair time in view 
of: the fact that the President of the Police 


Board and Capt. Woodruff are both absent 
from the city on their vacations. 

In their absence the Mayor promises that 
if the Surrogate produces any evidences 
of poolrooms being run in the city he wil] 
make the needful raids. He couples this 
with the provision that there must be eyi- 
dence to justify the raids and sufficient to 
convict. 

While it may be true that poolrooms now 
exist, as Mr, Silkman alleges, the following 
are advanced as facts which cannot be 
controverted: Ever since the poolrooms 
have had-more or less trouble in New 
York, sgy for the last five years, they 
have endeavored to run in Yonkers. . Until 
three months ago there does not appear to 
have been any effort to suppress them. 
Within the last three months Capt. Fred 
H. Woodruff has made five raids on pool- 
rooms, capturing over 500 men. ‘In all five 
cases the principals, the men charged with 
running the poolrooms, have been held for 
the Grand Jury. Fifty men in all have 
been held, and ten of these are actually 
under indictment and awaiting call to trial. 

It is a matter of police record that two 
detectives have received money from a 
poolroom proprietor, but each payment*was 
turned over to the Captain, and the money 
actually paid is now in the possession of 
the authorities. The men who paid the 
money are under bail for the Grand Jury, 
charged not only with running a poolroom, 
but with bribcry. : 


CAPT. SHEEHAN ON CROOKS. 


Tenderloin Police Commander Says 
Talk of Such Characters Comes with 
Poor Grace from O’Rourke. 


Capt. Sheehan of the West Thirticth 
Street Station had something. to say last 
night after reading a published statement 
credited to Thomas F. O'Rourke, proprietor 
of the Delevan Hotel, in which the latter is 
quoted as saying that five hundred crouks 
are at work every night in the Tendefloin 
between Forty-second and Thirty-third 
Streets in Broadway. Capt. Sheehan said: 

“Mr. O'Rourke had better look out for 
himself, when he talks about rounding up 
crooks in Upper Broadway. Talk of this 
king comes with very poor grace from 
O’Rourke, following, as it does, the inter- 
views I had with him last Saturday night. 
The police of this precinct have had more 
trcuble with the people who hang about 
the Delavan Hotel, at Fortieth Street and 
Breadway, than with those of any other 
place, except perhaps a place at: Thirty- 
sixth Street and Sixth Avenue. 

“Last Saturday night I went to 
O'Rourke's place twice. The first time I 
found a dozen or so young fellows loungi:.g 
about the entrance. I told O’Rourke he 
must not let them stay there, that he 
would have to keep the sidewalk there 
ciear of them. 

‘“‘Two hours later I went again and was 
surprised to find O'Rourke out in the cen- 


tre of a group of ten or twelve of the same 


men I had objected to before. I told 
O'Rourke that he would have to do what 
I had said or I would take action. He ino- 
ticned his hand toward the group and an- 
swered, ‘Oh, they are all right, Captain.’ 

‘““T told him they were not all right, aid 
that I was not going to be played with in 
this matter. On ag ey A to the staticn 
I instructed my men to keep that place 
clear of the sidewalk hangers-on. 

“That is why,’ Sheehan’ continued, 
“that I say it comes with bad grace for 
O’ Rourke to get himself quoted on Monday 
on the subject of crooks in the Tenderlor.” 


RUMOR ABOUT CAPT. O’REILLY. 


Predicted Change That Would Result 
in Promotion to an Inspector’s Of- 
fice—Not Known by Him. 


It was rumored in police circles yester- 
day that there is to be a change for Capt. 
Miles O'Reilly of the Oak Street Precinct, 
the result of which would be his promo- 
tion to an Inspector’s position, that of In- 


spect Thompson's place in Long Island 
City. It is believed by some that Inspector 
Thompson is about to be transferred or re- 


tired. 
In the Oak Street Station last night Capt. 


O’ Reilly said that he had. heard nothing of 
the matter and had not been apprised of 
any change in his position. : 


COL. PARTRIDGE AT CONEY ISLAND 


Paid a Visit There on Sunday, but Saw 
No Violation of the Law. 


Police Commissioner Partridge paid a 
visit to Coney Island on Sunday, unherald- 
ed and unaccompanied. He visited the Old 
Mill and the new.-coal mine, -where he 
listened to a ‘‘ striking miyers’ ’’ band from 
the Pennsylvania coal district. Then he 
made for the Bowery, stopping here and 
there to listen to a ‘‘sacred concert,”’ or 
at one or other of the many attractions 
that throng that thoroughfare. 

He said yesterday that he spent about an 
hour at the island. 

“What did you find there, Commission- 
er?’’ was asked. 


“I found a very orderly, well-behaved 
crowd,"’ he said. ‘*‘ There was no unseemly 


noise, and I saw no drunkenness. I took 
a general look around, and so far as a 
general observer could see there were no 
violations of the law. I do not think I was 
recognized when I first reached Coney 
Island, but I had an idea I was being 


‘watched after a time.” 


Garroters Arraigned in Court. 

Harry Jeder and William Forster were 
arraigned before Magistrate Mott in the 
West Side Court yesterday on the charge 
of garroting Charles L. Downes, theatrical 
manager, of 362 West Thirty-first Street, 
on Saturday morning, and, after the pris- 
oners had accused tke complainant of

The two men declared that Downes owed 
them money, as the résult of ' illegal 
operation, in which they had all*been in- 
terested, and that, instead of trying to 
rob the man, they were simply demanding 
what they considered was due them. 


Strike in Passaic Rubber Works. 


PASSAIC, N. J., Aug. 18.—The rubber 
mixers in the employ of the Manhattan 
Rubber Works here are on strike asa re- 
sult of a reduction in wages. The com- 
pany recently cut the price of mixing 2 


and 3 cents on 1,000 pounds. The men 
sought to have the reduction recalled, and 
when it was not granted they went on 
strike. The mill owners have refused to 
receive a committee, .

FIRE CHIEF CROKER’S 
UNEXPECTED RETURN 


Appeared Suddenly at Headquar- 
ters and Assumed Command. 


Found New Lock on His Desk and Other 
Evidences that He Was Not Ex- 
pected Back, at Least for a 
Long Time. 


Fire Chief Edward F. Croker caused a 
sensation in the department yesterday by 
suddenly. appearing at his office at Head- 
quarters in East Sixty-seventh Street, while 
everybody supposed he was spending his 
vacation time quietly at Good Ground, 
L. I. 

Chief Croker has still about a month of 
vacation leave. He came to the city last 
week to attend the trial of Patrick F. 
Ryan, chief of construction and repairs 
to apparatus, and he announced that he 
came on the same errand yesterday, but 
if that was all.that brought him he might 
as well have stayed away, for Commis- 
sioner Sturgis had sent word that.a sudden 
cold would prevent his attendance in the 
trial room and postponed the hearing until 
this morning at 10 o'clock. 

Chief Ryan is accused, -among other 
things, of permitting the repairing of car- 
riages of Chief Croker and Commissioner 
Scannell at the Fire Department repair 
shops during the last Tammany adminis- 
tration. It was Deputy Chief Purroy, in 
command during Chief Croker’s absence, 
who brought Ryan to trial, after being on 
suspension since May. He did this by or- 
der of Mr. Sturgis. 

Chief. Croker, when he reached his office, 
went straight to his desk and tried to open 
it, but ceuld not do so. Somebody had 
put a strong Yale lock on it since he was 
last there... The lock seemed to be set per- 
manently, as thotdgh the person who had 
ordered it expected to retain the desk for 
an indefinite time. The Chief cid not secm 
greatly surprised, for he smiled grimly as 
he took his chair and drew up to the 
closed desk, where he sat waiting. Ina few 

nutes he dictated a letter and then 
p vetir that it be copied. ‘The letter book 
could not be found. Then the Chief asked 
questions, and was told .that while he was 
away Deputy Purroy had taken not only 
his current letter book, but every similar 
book for the last three years away from 


the building. 7 

Other circumstances indicated as _ clearly 
that Chief Croker was not expected to re- 
turn—not immediately, at any rate. But he 
sat and waited for nearly an hour, when 
Deputy Chief Purroy entered. Purroy had 
not heard of Chief Croker’s arrival, and 
was visibly confused when he saw _ his 
superior sitting at the locked desk. Mr. 
Croker eeted him most courteously, but 
inferused him that he had resumed com- 
mand of the department, and asked him to 
open the desk. Deputy Purroy fumbled in 
his pockets and produced a key which 
opened the lock. e and the Chief reached 
into the desk simultaneously, and Purroy 
caught up a bundle of pamere with which he 
hurriedly left the building. 

Chief Croker was asked about the_inci- 
dent at his night headquarters in Great 


Jones Street late lagt evening, but declined, 


to-make any statement. 

‘Do you know what the papers were that 
Daputy Chtef Purroy took away?” he was 
a * I don’t know.” 

“No, on : 

“Have you got your letter books back?” 

Asked about his unexpected return, he 
said: i 
wf deemed it best to come back and take 
charge of the department in order to an- 
swer any questions which the Commissioner 
may desire to put to me, My name has 
been frequently mentioned in the hearing 
of charges against Chief Ryan, and I ain 
here ready to face any accusation whicn 
may be made against me.” 

The Chief said there was nothing in his 
eczreer to cause him any apprehension in 
connection withthe matter, but he thought 
it best to be on hand in case anything 
should turn up detrimental to his interest, 
adding that he had come to New York by 
the advice of counsel. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


Cost oF TOMBSTONE PART OF FUNERAL 
ExpEens#s.—A widow who erects at her own 
expense 4 suitable monument over her dead 
husband's grave is entitled, so the Su- 
preme Court of Indiana holds, to be reim-~- 
bursed out of the decedent’s estate, or, as 
the court puts it in the legal way, sub- 
rogated to the rights of the monument 
dealer! The court also holds that the ex- 
pense of erecting a suitable monument over 
the grave of a deceased person is to be 
classed among the funeral expenses. Jus- 
tice Jordan, for the court, says in part: 
“It certainly cannot be asserted that the 
mere fact that a tembstone or monument 
to mark the last resting place of the de- 
ceased was erected at the grave after the 
burial will result in making it any less an 
item incident to such burial. Of course, 


where the estate of the deceased is insol- 
vent, a-stricter rule prevails in the allow- 
ance of funeral expenses than is enforced 
where the estate is solvent. The rights of 
creditors of insolvent estates are of more 
regard than those of the next of kin of 
the deceased, and the rule in such cases 
is. to allow no more to defray funeral ex- 
penses than is necessary and reasonable 
under all of the.circumstances. In the de- 
termination of that question, howéver,«the 
rank or condition in life of the deceased is 
a factor to be taken into consideration by 
the court. The rule that, in the eye of the 
law, one must be just before he is gener- 
ous, applies with equal force to his estate 
after s demise, or, in other werds, as 
asserted by some of the authorities, ‘dea 
debtors must not feast to make their living 
ereditors fast.’ In the absence of any sta- 
tutory restriction to the contrary, the 
amount to be allowed against the estate 
of a decedent for the cost of a tombstone 
or monument, or other funeral expenses, 
is, as a general rule, a matter to be left, 
under all the circumstances in each partic- 
ular case, to the sound discretion of the 
robate court, the abuse of whose discre- 
ion will be subject to review on appeal to a 
higher court.” te 

DELIVERY OF Deeps.—A few days before 
he died, Silas W. Powell sent for William 
H, Strottner, a neighbor of his, and told 
him he had some notes and deeds he wished 
to dispose of. Under Powell’s direction 
Strottner got the papers out of a trunk 
and placed them in different envelopes 
which he addressed at Powell's dictation. 
One deed, Mr. Powell said, was for his 
niece ‘‘ Pet.”” She was also to get a note 
for $200. Strottner inclosed the note in one 
of the envelopes, but as the deed was tog 
large to fit in without being folded, he left 
it out, saying that he would be back in a 
few days or that “ Pet” would “be up 
here.”” The latter, however, never received 


the deed. In an action of ejectment brought 
by Lucy Dagley (‘“ Pet’’) against Andrew 
G. Black, the executor of Mr. Powell's will, 
the Supreme Court of Illinois has affirmed 
a judgment for the defendant, holding that 
the eWidence was insufficient to show a de- 
livery of the deed to the plaintiff. The 
court says that while it is not essential 
that a deed should be delivered into the 
actual custody of a grantee, it is indis- 
pensable’ that the instrument pass beyond 
the dominion and control of the grantor. 
“In order to render a deed operative to 
pass title,’’ continues the court, ‘it is not 
only necessary that there should be deliv- 
ery of the deed by the grantor, but also 
that there should be an acceptance thereof 
by the grantee. She [plaintiff} was not 
aware, so far as the-records show, of the 
existence of any deed from her uncle tu 
herself until aftér his death. As she was 
ignorant of the existence of any such con- 
veyance, if it did exist, no presumption of 
acceptance on her part arises, although the 
deed was beneficial to her.”
